Amnesty Votes to Recognize 
Oppression Against Gays

One of the generally held 
beliefs about tuberculosis is 
that it is now largely pre¬ 
ventable, or curable in the 
cases when it does occur. Yet 
the number of TB cases na¬ 
tionwide has been gradually 
increasing sine the mid- ’80s. 

Now come reports of an 
outbreak of drug-resistant 
strains of tuberculosis among 
AIDS patients in New York 
City and Miami hospitals. 
The reports reveal deep prob¬ 
lems in promptly and proper¬ 
ly diagnosing, isolating and 
treating those with active, 
contagious TB. 

Worse yet, the outbreaks 
have spread to medical person¬ 
nel and caused one death in an 
HIV-negative care provider. 
While officials refuse to 
divulge details of the death, 
the Bay Area Reporter has 
learned that the deceased was 
a doctor treating AIDS pa¬ 
tients at St. Claire Hospital in 
mid-town Manhattan. His TB 
reportedly spread rapidly, 
moving beyond the lungs to in¬ 
clude the membranes of his 
spinal cord. 

The New York City 
Health Department has noted 
a dramatic rise in the inci¬ 
dence of TB over the past 
decade. From 1980 to 1990, 
the annual number of cases 
jumped from 1,514 to 3,520, 
with a 38 percent increase 
noted for 1990 alone. 

New York’s growing TB 
rate, the highest in the nation, 
stems from a number of fac¬ 
tors, including large numbers 
of immigrants from Third 
World countries where TB is 
common, high levels of drug 
and alcohol use, an expanding 
population of homeless and 
malnourished individuals 
with poor access to health 
care, and, finally, HIV infec¬ 
tion. 

Tuberculosis thrives in en¬ 
vironments where people in 
poor general health live 
crowded together. Drug-resis-

Amnesty International, the 
Nobel Prize-winning human 
rights watchdog group based 
in London, voted Sept. 6 to 
expand its mandate to include 
a surprisingly strong “com¬ 
promise” resolution extending 
AI’s concerns with human 
rights violations to lesbians 
and gays. 

The new mandate, passed 
at the group’s meeting in 
Yokohama, Japan, adds homo¬ 
sexuality to AI’s list of pro¬ 
tected human rights — the 
first mainstream international 
organization to recognize 
sexual preference and behav¬ 


ior as a basic human right — 
and includes jailed lesbians 
and gay men as “prisoners of 
conscience” whom the group 
tries to assist. 

The expanded mandate 
covers people arrested for les- 
bian/gay rights advocacy, 
those arrested on sexual 
charges, at bars or other 
meeting places, as a result of 
seized mailing lists or simply 
because of the way they 
dress. All are frequent police 
tactics in several countries 
around the world to jail peo¬ 
ple believed to be lesbian or 
gay. 

The resolution commits AJ 
to “consider for adoption as 


prisoners of conscience per¬ 
sons who are imprisoned sole¬ 
ly because of their homosexu- 
^ity, including the practice of 
homosexual acts in private 
between consenting adults, re¬ 
alizing fully that this decision 
increases the difficulty of the 
development of our move¬ 
ment in many parts of the 
world.” 

The compromise resolu¬ 
tion, one of several ham¬ 
mered out by AI’s Mandate 
Review Committee in Canada 
earlier this year, also contains 
what activists called an “es¬ 
cape hatch,” recognizing that 
some AI national sections

Milk Club Board Moves 
To Rescind Endorsement

The Harvey Milk Club Ex¬ 
ecutive Board voted to re¬ 
scind the club’s endorsement 
of Richard Hongisto for may¬ 
or by a 10-0 vote on Sept. 10. 

The executive board also 
voted 10-0 not to accept the 
resignation of lesbian activist 
Jean Harris as president of 
the club. 

The rescission of the 
Hongisto endorsement is the 
latest in a series of controver¬ 
sies involving the club’s en¬ 
dorsement process, including 
bitter debate over the early 
endorsement process and a 
boycott of the endorsement 
meeting by unhappy Agnos 


supporters. 

Harris tendered her resig¬ 
nation because she is the field 
director of Supervisor Angela 
Alioto’s mayoral campaign. 

“As president of the club, I 
must support the candidate 
the club has endorsed. The 
club endorsed Dick Hongisto, 
and I am the field director for 
Angela,” Harris said. 

Both items must go before 
the general membership for 
consideration. 

“Nothing they do surprises 
me anymore. A two-thirds vote 
of the general membership is 
required for the club to pull the 
endorsement,” Anthony told 
the Bay Area Reporter. ▼

Senate

SACRAMENTO - An al¬ 
most palpable tension was re¬ 
leased in the Senate gallery 
Sept. 11 as the roll finally was 
called on AB 101, the bill that 
would protect gays and les¬ 
bians against discrimination 
in employment. 

Twenty-one votes were 
needed for passage. The digi¬ 
tal screen in the room kept 
pace with the voice vote as 
the numbers mounted and fi¬ 
nally stopped at 25 aye and 10 
no votes. 

More significant were the 
shifts — the no votes that be¬ 
came abstentions and the yes 
votes cast immediately rather 
than hedged. 

Three Republicans voted 
for the bill, and two 
Democrats voted against. 
Three critical potential no 
votes abstained. 

Author Terry Friedman 
(D-Sherman Oaks) was elated, 
terming the vote a sweeping 
victory. He is confident the 
bill will be passed in the As¬ 
sembly on Sept. 12 and re¬ 
mains hopeful Gov. Pete Wil¬ 
son will sign it. 

Wilson has until Oct. 13 to 
sign the bill. 

Before the vote. Senate 
Pro Tern David Roberti said, 
“This bill does not give more 
protection to gays smd les¬ 
bians than anyone else — it 
just ensures they don’t get 
less.” 

Roberti reassured his col¬ 
leagues that strong anti-quota 
legislation had been enacted 
to ensure that the bill does 
not advocate quotas and that 
no domestic partner benefits 
were being legislated. 

“What we’re talking about 
here is fairness on the job. 
We should stand up for peo¬ 
ple who can’t stand up for 
themselves,” Roberti said.

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Software Firm Grants Benefits 
To Partners of Gay Employees

U.S. Lotus, the computer 
software giant, has extended 
health-care and other benefits 
to partners of lesbian and gay 
workers “in the interest of 
fairness and diversity” 

The firm is best known for 
its Lotus 1-2-3 business 
spreadsheet program. 

In a Sept. 3 memorandum 
Russ Campanello, vice-presi¬ 
dent for Human Resources for 
the Cambridge, Mass,-b£ised 
firm, notified all Lotus 
employees that “effective im¬ 
mediately, the phrase ‘spousal 
equivalent’ will be added to all 
Lotus policies in the U.S. 
wherever the word ‘spouse’ is 
used. Spousal equiv^ents of 
lesbian and gay employees and 
their qualified dependents will 
also be eligible to receive 
medical, dental, vision and 
hearing health coverage,” 

The new policy also ap¬ 
plies to spousal relocation ex¬ 
penses, bereavement leave 
and overseas assignment 
rules. 


Senate: 
Implement 
Health-Care 
AIDS Rules

WASHINGTON - The 
Senate ordered the Labor De¬ 
partment Sept. 11 to imple¬ 
ment final rules by Decem¬ 
ber requiring edl health-care 
facilities to have infection 
control programs to prevent 
the spread of AIDS and hep¬ 
atitis B. 

The Senate, on a 99-1 vote, 
included the amendment in 
the $204 billion spending bill 
for the departments of Labor, 
Health and Human Services 
and Education. 

The Labor Department re¬ 
ceived more than 3,000 public 
comments since it proposed 
an occupational health stan¬ 
dard for blood-bome disec^es 
in May 1989. 

“Now, the American pub¬ 
lic can wait no longer,” said 
Senate Republican leader 
Robert Dole of Kansas, who 
co-sponsored the amendment 
with Senate Democratic lead¬ 
er George Mitchell of Maine. 

Under the proposed stan¬ 
dard that would become final 
by Dec. 1, 1991, employers 
would be required to identify 
jobs that involve actual or po¬ 
tential exposure to body flu¬ 
ids or contaminated waste 
and to implement an infection 
control program based on uni¬ 
versal precautions. 

These precautions include 
providing gloves, gowns and 
other protective equipment 
and spelling out the appropri¬ 
ate wsQrs to dispose of sharp 
objects. 

Workers would have to be 
informed of the precautions 
and trained annually. 

The Labor Department’s 
Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration has es¬ 
timated the measures could 
prevent 9,000 workplace cases 
of hepatitis B and 220 deaths. 



The eligibility guidelines 
Campanello outlined in the 
memo require that only one 
person can be designated as a 
spousal equivalent by Lotus 
workers for benefits, each 
person must be the “sole part¬ 
ner” of the other, the desig¬ 
nated spousal equivalent must 
be the same sex as the Lotus 
employee, must live in the 
same residence “with the in¬ 
tent to reside together perma¬ 
nently,” and must be “jointly 
responsible for the common 
welfare and financi 2 il obliga¬ 
tions” of each other. 

“I wholeheartedly endorse 


this policy and am proud to 
be part of a company in 
which such policies are possi¬ 
ble,” Campanello wrote. “This 
new policy is further evidence 
of our firm commitment to 
value differences and provide 
fair and equal access to bene¬ 
fits for all Lotus employees,” 

In a telephone interview, 
Campanello said, “I think it’s 
a fairness issue and an equity 
issue,” because “lesbian and 
gay employees do not have 
the choice to legalize perma¬ 
nent and exclusive relation¬ 
ships through meurriage emd 
thus cannot legally share fi¬ 
nancial, health and other ben¬ 
efits.” 

Campanello also said that 
even Lotus’ decision to opt 
for the phrase “spousal 
equivalent” was done to 
“highlight the fact that, unlike 
couples of the opposite sex, 
marriage for gay and lesbian 
couples is not an option” in 
this country.

Activists 'Condomize' 
Helms' D.C. House

ARLINGTON, Va. - Sev¬ 
en protesters draped a con¬ 
dom-shaped nylon balloon 
over the suburban home of 
Sen. Jesse Helms Sept. 5 to 
protest what they said were 
his attempts to reduce AIDS 
funding “and stigmatize peo¬ 
ple who have the disease,” 

Spencer Cox, spokesman 
for Treatment Action Guerril¬ 
las, said the seven protesters 
approached Helms’ Arlington 
home in two vans, one con¬ 
taining the nylon balloon. 
They used the vans to block 
both ends of the street while 
two of the protesters climbed 
to the roof of the Republican 
senator’s house with the bal¬ 
loon. 

On the ground, the other 
five demonstrators operated a 
generator and blower, which 
blew up the balloon, which 
had printed on it, “A condom 
to stop unsafe politics. Helms 
is deadlier than a virus.” 

Cox said the demonstra¬ 
tion lasted about 20 minutes 
before Arlington County po¬ 
lice arrived and took names 
and addresses of the 
protesters. 

Deputy Chief of Police Op¬ 
erations Daniel Boring said 
no arrests were made and a 
decision on whether to file 
charges against the demon¬ 
strators rested with Helms. 

“I talked with the senator 


and he certainly doesn’t want 
a continued invasion of. his 
property,” Boring said. 

He said a decision to file 
charges will depend, in part, 
on whether there was any 
damage to Helms’ property or 
the property of any of his 
neighbors. 

“They were all very coop¬ 
erative,” Boring said of the 
demonstrators. The senator’s 
office said Helms had been in¬ 
formed of the incident but 
that there would be no imme¬ 
diate comment. 

In a release, TAG member 
Peter Staley said, “Jesse 
Helms has persistently fought 
the implementation of pro¬ 
grams that have been proven 
to reduce transmission of the 
virus. He is willfully propa¬ 
gating this epidemic, and he 
must be stopped,” 

James Serafini, another 
TAG activist who is infected 
with the HIV virus, said, “We 
felt that we needed protection 
against Helms’ bigotry and ig¬ 
norance. Condoms have 
worked pretty well in protect¬ 
ing against HIV, and so we 
decided to try one on the 
senator.” 

Cox identified the others 
participating in the demon¬ 
stration besides Staley and 
Serafini as Derek Link, 24, 
Sean Strub, 33, Garance 
Franke-Ruta, 20, Jason 
Childers, 34, £uid Mark Allen,

Cairns Motions 
To Stop OCC Probe

Attorne}^ for San Francis¬ 
co Police Captain Richeird 
Cairns last month filed a mo¬ 
tion for a preliminary injunc¬ 
tion in Superior Court against 
the Office of Citizen Com¬ 
plaints. The Superior Court 
will hear the matter on Sept. 
13 at 9 a.m. 

The request for a prelimi¬ 
nary injunction calls for a halt 
to the OCC investigation of 
Cairns’ role in the Oct. 6, 1989 
Castro Street police sweep of 
the area during a demonstra¬ 
tion by AIDS activists. 

According to attorney Neil 
Eisenberg, independent hear¬ 
ing officer David M. Zeff vio¬ 
lated hearing rules by having 
a conversation with the attor¬ 
neys for the complainants and 
the OCC staff while Cairns 
and his counsel were out of 
the room. 

In the motion, Eisenberg 
said the ex-parte communica¬ 
tion that occurred at the Aug. 6 


hearing violated OCC rules. 

Zeff, according to the brief, 
said the conversation was off 
the record. 

Also according to the mo¬ 
tion, the OCC and Zeff also 
insisted that attorneys sign 
confidentiality statements or 
be excluded from the hearing. 

Eisenberg and other attor¬ 
neys objected to this order be¬ 
cause it would preclude them 
from raising due-process vio¬ 
lations or other matters with 
a Superior Court judge. 

‘At one point during the 
proceedings,” the motion 
states, “as Cairns’ counsel was 
ordered excluded from the 
hearing, defendant Eileen 
Luna started speaking and at 
one point said that disci¬ 
plinary charges could be 
brought for failure to cooper¬ 
ate. Cairns then stated, ‘Are 
you talking to me?’ ” 

The hearing was continued 
to Sept. 16, and in late Au¬ 
gust, the Police Commission 
agreed that the confidenti 2 dity

requirements were too broad 
and ordered the city attorney 
to redraft the rules. 

Eisenberg said that after 
the incident, Cairns was 
asked to meet with Chief of 
Police Willis Casey without 
attorneys to discuss a com¬ 
plaint filed against him by 
Luna for displaying a “bad at¬ 
titude” at the hearing. 

Eisenberg said that the 
complaint constituted “a mali¬ 
cious and reckless violation of 
state law, in substantive viola¬ 
tion of Cairns’ constitutional 
rights.”

Armed Robbers Hit 
Castro Record Store

Butch Wax Records on 
18th Street has been hit twice 
by armed robbers in less than 
a week. One suspect was cap¬ 
tured after the latest attempt 
and turned over to police. 

In a Sept. 6 incident, man¬ 
ager Clayton Araujo recog¬ 
nized one of the culprits as 
the robber who struck the 
store on Aug. 29. 

“They came in as I was 
playing records for customers. 
There were two customers in 
the store. I looked at him, and 
he pulled a gun from behind. 
He told the owner to get up 
against the wall and another 
customer,” Araujo said. “The 
other customer didn’t believe 
it was a robbery and he kept 
looking through records.” 

According to Araujo, the 
thief had the register opened 
and lifted the cash tray 2 uid 
took the cash from the ma¬ 
chine and then told everyone 
to go into the bathroom and 
not to leave. 

When Araujo and the oth¬ 
ers heard the men leave, they 


decided to give chase and fol¬ 
lowed the pair to the corner 
of 18th Street in the Castro. 

“We started screaming that 
they had robbed our store 
and for people to call the po¬ 
lice. He pulled his gun and 
said he was going to shoot 
me, and they ran down the 
street,” Araujo said. 

Araujo said that he and 
others gave chase and one of 
the suspects was captured 
near Sanchez Street. 

The suspect, identified by 
police as Robert Batteau, 49, 
was held for police and has 
been charged with one count 
of armed robbery. Batteau’s 
accomplice remains at large. 

“They’ve been targeting 
the neighborhood,” Araujo 
said. “I want other merchants 
and residents in the area to 
be aware of the situation.” 

In the Aug. 29 incident, the 
armed robber waited for a de¬ 
livery person to leave the 
store, pulled a gun, and after 
making an employee open the 
register, forced him in the 
bathroom. ▼ 


Contra Costa 
AIDS Law 
Is Upheld

The California Court of 
Appeals on Sept. 10 unani¬ 
mously upheld Contra Costa 
County’s long-disputed AIDS 
non-discrimination ordinance. 

Opponents of the law im¬ 
mediately said they would ap¬ 
peal to the California 
Supreme Court. 

The court, in a 3-0 ruling, 
found that the county’s more 
comprehensive ordinance is 
not superseded by state legis¬ 
lation that bars discrimination 
based on physical handicaps, 
including AIDS and HIV in¬ 
fection, b^use the country or¬ 
dinance isn’t civil rights legis¬ 
lation but was enacted as a 
health protection measure. 

Opponents of the law, led 
by a group called Citizens for 
Uniform Laws, has battled 
the ordinance since it was 
passed in 1989, arguing that 
the narrower state law that 
covers only employment dis¬ 
crimination at businesses 
with five or more workers 
preempts local legislation in 
the area. 

The Contra Costa law cov¬ 
ers employment bias in all 
businesses, regardless of the 
number of employees it has, 
and also bars discrimination 
in housing, public services 
and county facilities. The law 
only applies in non-incorpo- 
rated areas of the county. 

The citizens’ group, led by 
attorney Michael Imfeld, sued 
to block the law only two 
months after the county 
Board of Supervisors enacted 
it in June 1989. 

A lower court shortly after¬ 
ward upheld the legislation, 
and Citizens for Uniform 
Laws appealed that ruling. 

Imfeld, on hearing of Tues¬ 
day’s Appeals Court ruling, 
said he would take the case to 
the state Supreme Court im¬ 
mediately. Imfeld said the 
county ordinance duplicated 
existing state laws and leaves 
taxpayers “paying two or 
three times for the same 
thing.” T

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FDA Looks Into Buyers Clubs

Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration officials Donald Hilton 
and Randy Wykoff met with 
five nationally prominent 
AIDS activists (Mark Harring¬ 
ton, David Barr, Derek 
Hodel, James Courti and Mar¬ 
tin Delaney) Sept. 5 in an ef¬ 
fort to examine the need for 
regulating AIDS treatment 
buying clubs. 

The national network of 
about eight clubs supply un¬ 
approved medications to peo¬ 
ple with AIDS and HIV infec¬ 
tions on an ostensibly non¬ 
profit basis. The meeting 
yielded a range of interpreta¬ 
tions concerning the FDA’s 
intentions. 

It also brought to light a 
longstanding falling out 
among different factions in 
the AIDS treatment commu¬ 
nity. Activists accused each 
other of selling out to com¬ 
mercial drug interests in an 
acrimonious public dispute 
over who was at fault for arti¬ 
cles in the daily press distort¬ 
ing the issues involved. 

Stories in the mainstream 
press indicated that the 


FDA’s main concern was 
profiteering on sales of illicit¬ 
ly manufactured ddQ an ex¬ 
perimental anti-HIV drug 
which about 10,000 people are 
estimated to buy through the 
treatment underground. Actu¬ 
ally, indications are that ddC 
will be officially approved for 
sale by next spring, meaning 
this particular issue will soon 
be moot. 

Rather, ddC represents a 
new phase of buyers club de¬ 
velopment. It is probably only 
the first of many drugs to be 
produced domestic 2 illy by se¬ 
cret drug labs prior to govern¬ 
ment licensing. Up to now, 
most products sold in buyers 
clubs were either low-tech 
health items or drugs legally 
available in other countries 
and imported ostensibly un¬ 
der FDA non-commercial 
“personal use’’ exceptions. 

This new type of activity 
in itself may well have been 
the factor that sparked re¬ 
newed FDA interest in the 
buyers clubs. The FDA gen¬ 
erally does not have any pow¬ 
er to regulate prices or exces¬ 
sive profits. 

According to one activist 


participant at the meeting 
with the FDA, “The FDA 
made it clear that their inter¬ 
est is not in closing down the 
buyers clubs. But they were 
concerned because they have 
no control. Their intention 
seemed to be to figure out 
guidelines, and these will 
probably require inspection of 
some sort.’’ 

More discussions between 
buyers clubs and the FDA 
are expected, but it seems 
that the clubs may be forced 
to conduct themselves on a 
more businesslike and less 
improvisational basis in the 
future. 

According to Randy 
Wykoff, the FDA’s AIDS co¬ 
ordinator, “Protecting the 
public health is our top prior¬ 
ity and our legal mandate. 
The meeting was part of an 
ongoing series with a wide 
variety of participants to gath¬ 
er further information about 
buyers clubs activities. FDA 
monitoring and inspection of 
the clubs may come about, 
but I can’t categorically state 
that right now.’’

Asian Pacific Islanders 
Form Milk Club Caucus

Members of the Harvey 
Milk Gay and Lesbian Demo¬ 
cratic Club have formed a 
new Asian Pacific Islander 
Caucus. 

It is the first such group in 
any of the city’s gay political 
clubs and only the second of 
the Milk Club’s caucuses, af¬ 
ter the Black Caucus. 

“We started the caucus to 
promote the active participa¬ 
tion of Asian Pacific Is- 
leinders, gays, lesbians and bi¬ 
sexuals in the political pro¬ 
cess,’’ Co-Chair Hoover Lee 
said. “Our goal is to help se¬ 
cure justice, equal treatment 
and equal opportunities for all 
Asian Americans and Pacific 
Islanders.’’ 

APIC also seeks to build 
coalitions with other commu¬ 
nity orgcinizations, particular¬ 
ly those in communities of 


color. APIC has a head start 
in this area due to the fact 
that Lee and Co-Chair Angie 
Fa are members of the execu¬ 
tive board of the local Chi¬ 
nese American Democratic 
Club. 

APIC’s efforts will also ex¬ 
tend beyond city borders to 
such organizations as the like- 
named, straight statewide 
Asian Pacific Islander Caucus. 

To date, APIC has regis¬ 
tered voters and solicited 
members to write to Gov. 
Pete Wilson regarding AB 
101, the California gay rights 
bill. 

APIQ which has about 20 
members to date, plans to 
present a forum at an upcom¬ 
ing Milk Club general mem¬ 
bership meeting for the dis¬ 
cussion of issues that dispro¬ 
portionately affect Asian Pa¬ 
cific Islanders.

Residents Up in Arms 
Over AIDS Hospice

More than 400 Visitacion 
Valley residents turned out 
on ^pt. 5 to oppose a Le- 
land Avenue housing facility 
for people with AIDS. 

At a community meeting 
at the Visitacion Valley Com¬ 
munity Center, opponents of 
the Hospice by the Bay 
project expressed concerned 
about the impact of the facil¬ 
ity on property values. Some 
residents also expressed con¬ 
cern about the possibility of 
contracting AIDS. 

A petition opposing the 
hospice has received more 
than 2,000 signatures. 


The 51-bed independent 
living facility for people with 
AIDS will open by July 1992, 
according to Cliff Berg, a 
spokesman for the hospice. 
The former site of a nursing 
facility, the complex is de¬ 
signed to meet Ae housing 
needs of a variety of people, 
including families with AIDS. 

During the meeting, a local 
pharmacist said he wasn’t 
convinced that AIDS could 
not be transmitted by 
mosquito bites and other res¬ 
idents expressed their beliefs 
that AIDS was transmitted by 
casual contact and that the 
children of the neighborhood 
would be at risk. ▼ 


Fremont Sting Nets 
11 Solicitation Arrests

Fremont police have been 
conducting a series of sting 
operations in the city’s Cen¬ 
tral Park with undercover of¬ 
ficers posing as potential sex¬ 
ual partners in areas where 
they say men are having sex 
with each other. 

In the past three weeks, 
authorities have arrested 11 
men on various charges rang¬ 
ing from solicitation and inde¬ 
cent exposure to sexuail bat¬ 
tery. 

One man, arrested in Au¬ 
gust, was charged with child 
endangerment for leaving his 
22-month-old son at home 
unattended when he went to 
the park where he was arrest¬ 
ed for solicitation of a lewd 
act. 

Similar sting operations 
are also being conducted by 
East Bay Regional Park po¬ 
lice at several other parks in 
Alameda County, including 
the Coyote Hills Regional 
Park in Fremont, the San Le¬ 
andro Bay Regional Shoreline 
Park and Tilden Regional 
P 2 U‘k near Berkeley. 

Fremont police spokesman 
Dennis Satariano said seven 
men were arrested in an Aug. 
16 sweep in an area around 
the swimming lagoon and the 
park’s gazebo, which he said 


were “pick-up places listed in 
local homosexual newspa¬ 
pers.’’ 

Four more men were ar¬ 
rested in a second sting oper¬ 
ation on Sept. 3. 

Satariano said park and 
police officials had received 
“a number of public com¬ 
plaints’’ about sexual activity 
in the park. 

“This isn’t a very whole¬ 
some activity for a park,’’ Sa¬ 
tariano said. “It’s particularly 
disturbing because there were 
a lot of children in the p 2 irk at 
the time and they could have 
seen what’s going on.’’ 

Satariano said there had 
been similar complaints about 
sexual activity in the same 
area of the park in 1987 and 
that police had started regular 
undercover sweeps of the 
peu-k at that time until the ac¬ 
tivity stopped. 

But he said officials had re¬ 
ceived “a flood of complaints” 
recently and had once again 
started the sting operations in 
the park to put a halt to it. 

“We’re going to continue it 
until the problem goes away,” 
Satariano said. 

All those arrested were cit¬ 
ed and released, Satariano 
said. But if found guilty, they 
face up to a year’s sentence in 
the Alameda County Jail and 
fines up to $2,000. ▼ 


Gay FBI Agent's 
Motion Rejected

A federal magistrate has 
denied a motion by attorney 
Richard G^er on behalf of 
former FBI agent Frank 
Buttino that would have re¬ 
leased polygraph documents. 

Buttino, a highly com¬ 
mended 20-year counter intel¬ 
ligence agent until his dis¬ 
missal last year, is suing the 
FBI on the basis of sexual ori¬ 
entation discrimination in em¬ 
ployment. 

The documents were relat¬ 
ed to an investigation the FBI 
conducted following Buttino’s 
outing by an anonymous let¬ 
ter to the agency. 

Gayer contends that the 
agency conducted a hostile 
polygraph examination. 
Among the questions Buttino 
was interrogated about was 


an alleged nude torso shot of 
Buttino sent to someone 
Buttino was corresponding 
with. Buttino has denied the 
photograph’s existence and an 
FBI investigator has stated 
that he doesn’t believe that 
such a photograph exists. 

An FBI spokesman told 
the Bay Area Reporter that it 
does not discriminate in em¬ 
ployment. 

Although Buttino was as¬ 
signed to work on sensitive 
cases for the San Diego field 
office, following his disclosure, 
FBI officials in Washington 
suspended his top secret se¬ 
curity clearance and later ter¬ 
minated him. 

Gayer was critical of Mag¬ 
istrate Wayne Brazil’s court¬ 
room conduct, saying he ob¬ 
jected to his repeated defer¬ 
ence to federal prosecutors. T 



Alioto Kicks Off 
Mayoral Campaign 


About 450 people, includ¬

Regulations 
May Delay 
AIDS Funds

The feder 2 il Health Care 
Financing Administration is 
expected to shortly issue reg¬ 
ulations that may affect and 
delay funds that San Francis¬ 
co plans to spend on AIDS 
prevention and early interven¬ 
tion, chronic fatigue syn¬ 
drome and other health ser¬ 
vices. 

During budget hearings 
last month, the BoeU’d of Su¬ 
pervisors considered and re¬ 
jected a variety of measures 
expending funds on the pro¬ 
grams. One of the plans was 
to release $3 million in gener¬ 
al funds for urgent health-care 
needs. 

The board instead re¬ 
served $152,000 for an HIV 
program for gay youth and 
passed a resolution prioritiz¬ 
ing the $25 million expected 
from the “trickle down” feder¬ 
al reimbursement for Medi- 
C£U*e expenses that the state 
will pass through to counties 
through state SB 855. 

Although the Health De¬ 
partment is “continuing to 
pleui and prioritize uses for 
SB 855 funds, the timing for 
receipt of this funding is not 
at all certain,” Health Depart¬ 
ment Director Raymond Bax¬ 
ter said last week in a report 
to the Health Commission.

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No to Thomas 


W hen President Bush announced his selection 
of Clarence Thomas to replace Thurgood 
Marshall on the U.S. Supreme Court, we 
were quick to announce our position. We 
reiterate that position this week during his 
confirmation hearings: no way. 

Thomas’ selection is an insult to Marshall and the 
black community. He is a conservative justice with a con¬ 
servative political agenda, an agenda he will take with 
him to the high court and which will ultimately influence 
critical constitutional issues of the day. 

If Thomas is confirmed, the court will shift from a ju¬ 
dicial philosophy slanted to the right to a heavily conser¬ 
vative one. 

It is no surprise that a huge outpouring of opposition 
has come forth over this nomination. Groups, including 
the National Organization for Women and the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People, re¬ 
alize that Thomas is bad news for individual liberty, 
right to choice and civil rights. 

As head of the Equal Employment Opportunity Com¬ 
mission, Thomas was openly hostile to affirmative action 
and instructed lawyers not to enforce court decrees to 
remedy discrimination. 

Like Robert Bork before him, Thomas’ conservative 
political agenda is being revealed in his writings. He is 
critical of the activist judicial use of the Ninth Amend¬ 
ment, which is a basis for the right to privacy. He has 
praised “the inalienable right to life of the child-about- 
to-be born.” 

Any hope for high court rulings in favor of the rights 
of homosexuals is dashed if Thomas is confirmed. We 
will brace for rulings that will make the Hardwick Geor¬ 
gia sodomy case look like traffic court. 

If Thomas is confirmed, we will be stuck with him for 
decades. And with more liberal justices likely to retire in 
the next five years and the prospect of Bush being re¬ 
elected, the court ultimately could shift from conserva¬ 
tive to reactionary. 

Democratic members of the U.S. Senate who will de¬ 
cide Thomas’ fate must muster the courage to reject this 
candidate. 


Visiting Bigotry 

T he reaction of residents of Visitacion Valley to 
a proposed 51-bed AIDS hospice being located 
in their neighborhood is appalling. We would 
expect such an outpouring of hate and intoler¬ 
ance in such bastions of bigotry as Contra Costa 
County, but not in San Francisco. 

That some of these residents believe the neighborhood 
will be inhabited by the ghosts of AIDS patients who die 
in the hospice is ridiculous. There is no room in this city 
for such superstition. 

San Francisco has prided itself as being the role mod¬ 
el for AIDS care and compassion toward people inflicted 
with the disease. We now realize that the hostility we 
have seen in the Midwest and South is alive and well 
right here in the nation’s most liberal city. 

The Asian AIDS Project met with these residents in 
an effort to educate them about how AIDS is transmitted 
and to allay their concerns. However, they continue to 
rally against the hospice and have circulated a petition 
of hate, which has generated more than 2,000 signatures. 

AIDS activists have their work cut out for them in this 
neighborhood.

AB101 - Now More Than Ever 


H ousing has been taken out of AB 
101 (the lesbian/gay civil rights law). 
That shouldn’t bother anyone. 
The housing provision of AB 101 
wouldn’t really have helped lesbians and 
gay men. On a practical level, they were sim¬ 
ply irrelevant. 

Forty years ago, the California Supreme 
Court said that the state’s general civil 
rights law (now called the Unruh Act) for¬ 
bids discrimination against lesbians and 
gay men. The law says that all persons are 
free and equal, and the court agreed that les¬ 
bians and gay men are persons. 

The Unruh Act covers discrimination in 
housing and discrimination against con¬ 
sumers. Coverage under the Unruh Act is 
not only just as good as coverage under AB 
101 (which amends the Fair Employment 
and Housing Act); it is better. 

Like the Fair Employment and Housing 
Act, the Unruh Act forbids discrimination 
in every aspect of housing: rental, purchase, 
financing, etc. Like the Fair Employment 
and Housing Act, the Unruh Act can be en¬ 
forced either by going directly to court or 
by complaining to the Department of Fair 
Employment and Housing. All of the 
remedies available under the Fair Employ¬ 
ment and Housing Act are available under 
the Unruh Act. 

Unlike the Fair Employment and Hous¬ 
ing Act, the Unruh Act covers housing own¬ 
ed by non-profit organizations (as much low- 
and middle-income housing is). Unlike the 
Fair Employment and Housing Act, the 
Unruh Act does not require one to go to the 
Department of Fair Employment before go¬ 


ing to court. Under the Unruh Act, you can 
take a small case to small claims court, 
where lawyers are not allowed. All Fair 
Employment and Housing Act cases go to 
Superior Court, where lawyers are essen¬ 
tial. 

Finally, courts have the power to impose 
much greater money penalties in Unruh Act 
housing discrimination cases than they do 
in Fair Employment and Housing Act cases. 

The decisions saying that lesbians and 
gay men are covered by the Unruh Act are 
in no danger of being reversed by the courts. 
At least four published decisions from the 
appeals courts have reaffirmed the original 
1951 Supreme Court case. 

This spring, the current very conservative 
Supreme Court adopted a new, narrow in¬ 
terpretation of the Unruh Act. The court 
practically admitted that it would have 
preferred not to read the act as applying to 
lesbians and gay men. However, it said that 
since there had been forty years of cases 
holding that gay people are covered, it could 
not, without a change in the wording of the 
law, change the rule. 

It would be a good thing to have lesbian 
and gay men covered by the Fair Employ¬ 
ment and Housing Act. We should be 
covered by all of the state’s civil rights laws. 

But this is an aesthetic concern. Taking 
housing out of AB 101 just has no practical 
consequences at all. We should work for 
passage of the bill as vigorously now as we 
did before the amendment.

Hateful Initiative 

★ I recently became aware of a very disturbing ballot 
initiative proposal by Rev. Louis Sheldon and his 
“Traditional Values Coalition.” 

This proposed constitutional amendment, certified 
for circulation on July 25, reads: “No statute or or¬ 
dinance may take effect, or remain in effect, which 
either makes homosexuality or bisexuality a civil 
right or prohibits discriminatory conduct based upon 
homosexuality or bisexuality unless it is submitted 
and approved by two-thirds vote of the electors in ques¬ 
tion.” 

This hateful, bigoted initiative would invalidate all 
state and local laws barring discrimination based on 
sexual orientation, as well as the Consensual Sex Act 
of 1975, which decriminalizes sexual activity between 
consenting adults. 

Further, this proposal could invalidate the Unruh 
Civil Rights Act, the Fair Employment and Housing 
Act, and various other state laws providing criminal 
and civil protections against crimes of hate. 

While I have no doubt the people of California 
would resoundingly reject such a hateful proposal, I 
feel strongly that it does not belong on the ballot. 

The sponsors need nearly 616,000 signatures of 
registered California voters to place their initiative on 
the ballot. They must complete the task by Dec. 23. 

Please join me in early, active opposition to this in¬ 
itiative proposal. 

I am calling on California’s elected leaders, along 
with respected religious, civil rights and business 
leaders, to unite in early and vocal opposition to this 
shameful proposal. My hope is that through our ef¬ 
forts, California voters will refuse to allow such hatred 
to appear on the ballot.

ir Dear Commissioner Graff: On Aug. 14,1 attended 
a joint meeting of the San Francisco Human Rights 
Commission and Police Commission which was call¬ 
ed to discuss the recent report of the Mayor’s Task 
Force on Police Discipline. As a victim of police 
brutality, I am very concerned about this issue and 
about the lack of any meaningful action by the Police 
Commission or the Office of Citizen Complaints to 
stop police misconduct. Therefore, I was very disap¬ 
pointed that only two Human Rights Commissioners 
chose to attend the meeting. 

As a gay man, I was especially upset that you and 
Commissioner Chinn were absent and I wonder if you 
realize how often gay people, particularly gay activists, 
suffer at the hands of the SFPD and are unable to ob¬ 
tain any form of redress. 

Although this was a public meeting, the public was 
not allowed to participate in the discussion. I was 
counting on you and Commissioner Chinn to speak 
for the gay community and emphasize the fact that 
police discipline is a human rights issue and that as 
a para-military organization, the police department 
must be kept under civilian control. Because you 
weren’t there, the discussion focused on the view of 
police discipline as a labor issue that can be handled 
by private binding arbitration. If the Police Officers 
Association and Police Commission President John 
Keker have their way, this is exactly what will happen. 

I hope that in the future, you will take every oppor¬ 
tunity to be actively involved in police issues.

Mayoral Candidates to Host 
Domestic Partners Fundraiser

The five leading candi¬ 
dates for mayor will host a 
campaign fundraiser for the 
No on K Campaign to Save 
Domestic Partners on Sept, 
16 at the Cafe San Marcos. 

We’ve started our voter 
registration drive,” said Kurt 
Barrie, the campaign’s officer 
m 2 mager. “We’ve registered 
about 250 voters at three loca¬ 
tions. We’ll be branching out 
to five locations next week¬ 
end. Last year we registered 
10,000 voters. It’s great to do 
that again.” 

“The successful passage of 
domestic partners by the vot¬ 
ers last year allowed hun¬ 
dreds of relationships to be 
recognized andacknowledged 
by our city. But a small group 
of bigots has placed a mea¬ 
sure calling for the repeal of 
domestic partners on this 
year’s November ballot. To¬ 
gether we must once again 


show the spirit of our city at 
the ballot box by voting no 
on K,” said a fundraising ap¬ 
peal signed by Art Agnos, An¬ 
gela Alioto, Richard Hong^s- 
to, Tom Hsieh and Frank Jor¬ 
dan. 

“Last year we raised 
$35,000 at a San Marcos 
fundraiser. We hope we do 
even better this year,” Barrie 
said. 

The attempt to repeal the 
measure is being organized 
by a group called San Fran¬ 
ciscans for Responsible Gov¬ 
ernment. 

The group is composed of 
religious fundamentalists and 
others who claim that propo¬ 
nents of the measure lied when 
they said there yvould be no 
signific 2 mt cost to city govern¬ 
ment to recognize such p 2 ut- 
nerships. 

The group claims that the 
city gfranted health-care bene¬ 
fits to domestic partners of 
city workers earlier this year. 


Roman (Catholic Archbish¬ 
op John Quinn, who last year 
opposed the measure, has not 
yet issued a public statement 
on the matter. However, the 
Roman Catholic position is 
that all sexual relationships 
outside of marriage are a sin 
and that homosexual sexual 
activity “is intrinsically evil 
and morally disordered.” 

Quinn opposed equating 
lesbian and gay marriage 
and domestic partnerships 
with heterosexual marriage. 

Supervisor Roberta Acht- 
enberg, chair of the Mayor’s 
Task Force on the Family, 
said that the health-care ben¬ 
efits and domestic partners 
.legislation were unrelated. 
The coverage for city workers 
is paid for out of health ser¬ 
vice system reserve funds. 

Tickets for the benefit, 
which begins at 6 p.m., are 
$10 at the door. For more infor¬

CUAV Revitalizes 
Crisis Hotline

In a move to improve its 
services and meet the in¬ 
creased number of reports of 
violence that accompany the 
late summer season, Commu¬ 
nity United Against Violence 
has trained a dozen new vol¬ 
unteer counselors to staff its 
24-hour crisis line, according 
to coordinator Elaine Beale. 

The telephone counselors 
are trained to provide crisis 
assistance, information and 
referrals, and to take incident 
reports from callers. 

“The summer is usually a 
time when we receive more 
reports of hate violence and 
harassment than any other 
time of year,” Beale said, 
“and we’re aware that the 
number of people calling the 
line is probably only the tip 
of the iceberg in terms of the 
actual number of attacks per¬ 
petrated.” 


Electronic personal pagers 
or “beepers” are a new fea¬ 
ture of the program and are 
making a big difference, 
Beale said. Crisis calls made 
after CUAV’s regular office 
hours (10 a.m. to 6 p.m. week¬ 
days) are fielded by an an¬ 
swering service operator, who 
pages a volunteer counselor 
via a beeper. The volunteer 
then calls the client directly. 

“It might take 10 minutes 
to get a call back, but you 
will be called,” Beale said. 

In the past, the answering 
service operator had to call 
the volunteers at home, and 
there had been a few inci¬ 
dents in which no one on the 
volunteer list was available 
when calls came in. 

The new volunteers went 
through intensive training 
over two weekends, including 
role-playing in various crisis 
scenarios and discussion of 
the dyngunics of domestic vio¬ 


lence and racism in the sexual 
minority community. 

Beale said that the volun¬ 
teers “come from diverse 
backgrounds and from differ¬ 
ent parts of our community, 
but they all share outrage at 
the extent, frequency and im¬ 
pact of anti-lesbian and 2 mti- 
gay violence.” 

She stresses that CUAV 
wants to make it as easy and 
as safe as possible for anyone 
to report physic 2 d assaults, 
vandalism or verbal abuse 
that they believe weis motivat¬ 
ed by hatred or prejudice. 

“Reporting is one way of 
fighting back against hate 
crimes and strengthening our 
resolve to challenge oppres¬ 
sion,” she said. 

CUAV is recruiting and 
training more volunteers for 
other tasks at the agency.

Opposition to Thomas Mounts 

The San Francisco Human Rights Commission is on record 
as officially opposing the confirmation of Clarence Thomas 
to the U.S. Supreme Court. The commission voted 
unanimously to adopt a resolution opposing Thomas’ confir¬ 
mation, and urging the mayor and the Board of Supervisors 
to also oppose Thomas’ confirmation to the court, “because 
his ideology, record, and views are contrary to the interests 
and welfare of the people whom the Human Rights Com¬ 
mission serves and respects.” The National Center for Les¬ 
bian Rights, the San Francisco-based public interest law 
organzation, and the Bay Area Lawyers for Individual 
Freedom also have announced their opposition to the 
nomination of Thomas.

Agnos Ui^es Wilson to Sign AB 101 

Mayor Art Agnos has sent to Gov. Peter Wilson in support 
of AB 101, the gay rights legislation, before the state Legisla¬ 
ture. The mayor has also urged other San Franciscans to 
write Wilson supporting AB 101, which would prohibit job 
discrimination in California on the basis of sexual orienta¬ 
tion. AB 101 is expected to reach the governor following a 
final vote in the ^nate this week. Agnos was the original 
author of this legislation, then known as AB 1, when he 
served in the Assembly in 1979. He also introduced forerun¬ 
ner legislation in 1977. Agnos told Wilson that a veto of the 
bill would “send a signal of tolerance for intolerance at a 
time when anti-gay and hate groups need no incentive.” 

Racism in Gay Community Explored 

A foilr-part manual aimed at helping the lesbian and gay 
community explore the issue of racism has been published 
by the Nation^ Association of Black and White Men To¬ 
gether. Resisting Racism: An Action Guide is a compendi¬ 
um of resource material, essays, bibliography and workshop 
for groups confronting individual, corporate and social 
racism. “Gays and lesbians and members of our 
society are no freer from the racist condition than any other 
members of our culture,” NABWMT spokesman Michael 
Lisowski in a press statement said. “They are therefore 
trapped by institutionalized racism, which goes on subtly 
and overtly every day.” In addition to providing workshop 
material and essays by nationally known lesbian and gay 
activists, the manual also provides NABWMT positions on 
racism, bar discrimination and multi-culturalism in the les¬ 
bian and gay movement. The extensive bibliography points 
the reader to recommend further reading on racism. The 
manual is available for $19.95 through NABWMT Publica¬ 
tions, P.O. 40681 Chicago, Ill., or at A Different Lig^t Book¬ 
store on Castro Street. 

De Jong Named to Oakland AIDS Post 

The Center for AIDS Services in Oakland has named Jerry 
De Jong as executive director effective Sept. 2. De Jong, a 
community AIDS services planning and policy expert, blast¬ 
ed the San Francisco Health Department for its inadequate 
response to the needs of people with HIV infection when he 
resigned as the HIV Early Intervention Program manager 
of the AIDS Office last year. De Jong was £dso critical of 
the institutional homophobia within the agency after being 
chastised by a heterosexual supervisor for discussing AIDS 
prevention strategies during a meeting with other gay col¬ 
leagues in explicit terms. The former executive director of 
18th Street Services, for the past year De Jong has been ex¬ 
ecutive director of Tamalpa Institute, the non-profit expres¬ 
sive arts organization founded by dancer Ann H 2 ilperin. 

Activists Trash S.F. 'Sentinel' 

The San Francisco Sentinel has been targeted by an ac¬ 
tivist group calling itself Media Pirates. Saying that publish¬ 
er Ray Chalker “is dan^rous to our community,” the group 
stole thousands of copies of the gay weekly from its public 
newspaper racks and threw them in the trash last week. 

The group says that it is not affiliated with other gay or 
AIDS activist groups such as Queer Nation or ACT UP. 
Media Pirates said that Chalker has press-bashed lesbians 
by publishing a series of articles by John Morrison on how 
feminism is harming males. The group was also critical of 
editorial commentary by former San Francisco Police 
Chief Frank Jordan. Chalker told the Bay Area Reporter 
that about 5,000 papers had been stolen, that he has filed a 
police report and there are suspects.

buyers clubs network was 
clearly untroubled by the 
gathering. He said, “The 
meeting, which in fact we 
called, was an attempt to 
straighten things out with the 
FDA. It was boring. They 
gave us notice to stay clean, 
but. my goodness, we are 
clean!” 

A lot depends on what 
kinds of pressure the FDA is 
under, most observers be¬ 
lieve. That is why they are 
concerned about stories on 
profiteering in the ddC trade 
as well as a front-page piece 
in the Sunday Examiner that 
was extremely critical of Mar¬ 
tin Delaney, director of Pro¬ 
ject Inform and a major sup¬ 
porter of buyers clubs opera¬ 
tions. 

Anger about these news 
reports led to an attempt this 
week to have ACT UP/Gold- 
en Gate essentially expel two 
of its members, Jim Driscoll 
and Barry Freehill, from the 
AIDS movement. The two 
were accused of instigating 
the news articles and leading 
a campaign to undermine the 
selling of ddC 

Wykoff, however, assured 
this writer that “our thoughts 
are not caused by any single 
individual or group.” 

A proposed to circulate a 
public letter disassociating 
ACT UP from the two was 
tabled for further discussion 
next week, but it was clear 
that many participants at 
ACT UP’s weekly general 
meeting dismissed the battle 
as a “personality conflict.” 

There’s a principled basis 
CO the arguments between the 
different factions, though. It 
involves the proper strategy 
to speed up drug approval. 

The Driscoll-Freehill side 
take a more libertarian, 
deregulatory approach, favor¬ 
ing the bill proposed by Rep. 
Tom Campbell (R-Calif.) to 
force immediate review of 
new lifesaving drugs submit¬ 
ted to the FDA. Del 2 uiey and 
part of ACT UP have 
strongly criticized that ap¬ 
proach and prefer instead to 
work with FDA officials to 
come up with a regulatory re¬ 
form plan independent of the 
legislative process. ▼

In Los Angeles, the Catholic 
Church’s Cardinal Roger 
Mahony, angered at the refusd 
of KCET, that city’s public tele¬ 
vision station, to adhere to his 
demand and cancel the film. 
Stop the Church, a move on 
the church’s response to AIDS, 
has called on the public to 
withhold its contributions to 
the public-supported station. 
How about an organized effort 
of all gay and lesbian Catho¬ 
lics, and their supporters, to 
immediately withhold all 
donations to this mega-billion 
dollar homophobic Catholic 
Church. 

Rep. William Dannemeyer 
and Bill Allen, the conserva¬ 
tive black Reagan appointee to 
the United States Civil Rights 
Commission, who are vying 
for the right-wing vote in next 
June’s GOP senatorial primary, 
are getting real nasty with 
each other, and supporters of 
Sen. John ^ymour have got to 
be smiling. Dannemeyer, in¬ 
cidentally, recently withdrew 
his pledge to support Seymour 
against Dianne Feinstein 
(should Seymour eventually be 
the primary winner) because 
of Seymour’s “continuing sup¬ 
port for AB 101.” And could 
Dianne be smiling too? 

And how about those resi¬ 
dents of Visitacion Valley us¬ 
ing the old line “fears of AIDS, 
drugs and crimes” as their 
reason for not wanting an 
AIDS Hospice in their neigh¬ 
borhood? Do I sense a bit of 
reverse bigotry here? 

Former Gov. George Deuk- 
mejian is telling San Francis¬ 
co friends that he “enjoys 
private life” and last week 
turned down an offer from the 
White House to become U.S. 
attorney general. 

Democratic Party National 
Chairperson Ron Brown re¬ 
cently appointed Rep. Bob 
Matsui of Sacramento as the 
party’s new national treasurer. 

And in Massachusetts, the 
state attorney general last 
week rejected four state ballot 
initiatives as “unconstitu¬ 
tional” that would have 
eliminated that state’s gay 
rights laws.

Celebrating the Clit Club

appy birthday, Clit 
Club! 

Yes, it really is true; 
the Clit Club, one of 
the country’s best and most in¬ 
novative dyke nightclubs, 
turned one year old in July. 

So it’s definitely time for 
the homage to begin, especial¬ 
ly since in the ever-changing 
world of queer nightclubs, 
this one’s reached a very im¬ 
portant marker. 

The first time I visited the 
Clit Club, it was the weekend 
after Memorial Day, on a 
steamy Friday night in New 
York City. The cab we were 
in wound from the Village 
through Times Square into 
the West Side’s meat-packing 
district. We spun around a 
corner and suddenly we were 
there, in front of a nonde¬ 
script building on 14th Street. 
The music was pounding 
from within, cool-looking 
dykes were lingering around 
outside, and I just had to 
smile and think, “I’ve made it 
to the Clit Club at last!” 

By 11 p.m., true to the spir¬ 
it of the club, the place was 
full of all kinds of dykes — fat 
dykes and skinny dykes, 
leather women and vanilla 
girls, baby dykes and dykes 
over 40, in every possible 
shade of the human rainbow 
possible, all packed into this 
small space together despite 
the heat. They were wearing 
ripped up jeans with Docs, 
dresses and high heels, or not 
much of anything at £dl. But 
they all cheered on the go-go 
dancers, ground into their 
partners pelvises on the d£uice 
floor, or found some not-so- 
distant corner for some semi¬ 
private, albeit exhibitionist-in¬ 


spired play. And the air, lest 
you dare imagine otherwise, 
was thick with girl lust, and a 
most delicious type of dyke 
attitude that practically 
screamed out, “We’re here, 
we’re queer, and we’re hotter 
than hell!” 

Essence Captured 

With the passing of one 
year comes a recognition that 
the Clit Club captured the 
essence of what so many 
women have been hungry for. 
That is, women of all colors 
enjoying each other’s compa¬ 
ny, being openly sexual in a 
sex-positive setting, and of 
providing a safe space where, 
as club co-founder Julie 
Torentino says, alternative 
women can “kick ass” in a 
“non-pretentious” atmosphere. 

And any questions over 
whether the Clit Club 
spawned a movement or 
caught an oncoming wave 
pales in the face of their very 
real, ongoing success. Not to 
mention the success of the 
new wave of women’s clubs 
opening coast to coast with a 
similar approach as well as 
sexually explicit names, like 
Lesbo-A-Go-Go, Snatch and 
the G-Spot. 

Given the success of the 
Clit Club and all the other 
clubs it helped spawn, it 
seems obvious that a new 
generation of dykes were 
more than ready to hit the 
clubs. But when Julie, who’s 
now 26, and co-founder Joce¬ 
lyn Taylor, 29, met about two 
years ago in New York’s 
video collective House of Col¬ 
or, there was no place like it 
to go. Both women found that 
the more established women’s 
bars in New York were either 
sexually staid or racially seg¬ 
regated, neither of which was 


an acceptable option for them 
or their pals. 

So one night the two 
friends made a list of all the 
things they were looking for 
in a women’s club. That list, 
soon to be realized as Clit 
Club West, included go-go 
dancers, cigarette girls, slide 
shows projecting sexy, strong 
images of lesbians, a racially 
integrated crowd, hip music, 
and perhaps most important¬ 
ly, a sexually charged, sex¬ 
positive atmosphere of the 
sort they usually found only 
at men’s clubs. Says Julie, 
“We wanted to capture that 
air of sexuality and put that 
energy into a girl bar.” 
Woman's Body Part 

The club, both women felt, 
had to be named after a wom¬ 
an’s body part to truly reflect 
their intentioned vision. As 
they sat tossing around sug¬ 
gestions, the name “Clit Club” 
just popped out of Julie’s 
mouth, and immediately they 
knew that they had found the 
perfect name. And although 
some women, according to 
Julie, initi 2 illy gave them “hell 
because of the name,” the Clit 
Club opened in July 1990 and 
both of its once-a-week loca¬ 
tions have been packed ever 
since. 

If women were initially 
drawn to the club because of 
the name, they kept coming 
back because they liked what 
they found there. Julie and Jo¬ 
celyn’s backgrounds as both 
dancers and filmmakers guar¬ 
anteed that the club was a 
creative enterprise as well as 
a sexually charged adventure, 
and both have put much 
work into the club’s slide 
shows and the artwork that 
decorate the clubs’ walls. All 
this has combined toward cre¬ 
ating a sexual atmosphere 
where women feel free 
enough to dance topless or 
even participate in lesbian 
safe-sex demos complete with 
dildos and dentsil dams. 

Both Julie, who’s Filipino- 
Salvadoran, and Jocelyn, 
who’s African American, ^so 
feel that the fact they are 
women of color has added a 
unique dynamic to the club 
and has been another major 
factor of its success. Accord¬ 
ing to Jocelyn, the fact that 
they visibly “represent those 
communities,” in her view, 
helps women of color feel 
comfortable there. Therefore, 



the club is “integrated in a 
way that New York’s never 
seen before,” says Julie. 

For now, the Clit Club re¬ 
mains the most popular club 
in the Big Apple, particularly 
among the under 30s crowd. 
This has meant that some 
feelings of animosity have 
come their way from some of 
the city’s full-time women’s 
bars who see the Clit Club, 
and enterprises like it, as 


threats. But, says Julie, “we’re 
not into dyke promotion 
wars,” and both she and her 
partner express support for 
the other women’s clubs in 
the city. 

“We need to have as many 
types of places to go as possi¬ 
ble,” ^ys Jocelyn.

of L.A.’s diverse community 
are calling for a Christopher 


Commission-type investiga¬ 
tion of the 8,000-member 
Sheriffs Department. 

The department is respon¬ 
sible for patroling heavily gay 
West Hollywood. 

The Christopher Commis¬ 
sion recently investigated and 
substantiated excessive use of 
force charges against the Los 
Angeles Police Department. 
Recommendations for reform 
issued in their final report are 
being debated.

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In a marathon meeting 
lasting nine hours, scores of 
people, including five mem¬ 
bers of the lesbian and gay 
community, spoke before the 
Los Angeles County Board of 
Supervisors on the pros and 
cons of an independent inves¬ 
tigation. 

However, surprising the 
board and the crowd of 
about 800 equally divided 
supporters and critics, Sheriff 
Sherman Block announced 
that he had established an in¬ 
dependent commission of his 
own to implement depart¬ 
mental reforms. 

Gloria Allred, a prominent 
feminist and- civil rights at¬ 
torney, is one of three women 
who will sit on the panel 
which Block will chair. 
There are no recognizably 
gay people on the panel. 

The special Board of Su¬ 
pervisors meeting called to 
hear citizen complaints 
against the Sheriffs Depart¬ 
ment continued despite 
Block’s efforts to contravene. 

After a noisy demonstra¬ 
tion and over two hours of 
testimony from Block sup¬ 
porters with scattered cheer¬ 
ing from off-duty deputies in 
the audiences. Block’s critics 
finally had a chance to speak. 
They included Debbie Ortiz, 
mother of a 15-year-old killed 
by sheriffs deputies. 

“He was just a boy. My 
son was not a criminal to be 
shot that way. Just because 
they are Hispanic and hang 
out in the barrio does not 
give you the right to shoot 
and kill them,” she said. 

Gay attorney Christopher 
Fairchild presented the su¬ 
pervisors with more than 400 
pages of documentation of 
discrimination against les¬ 
bians and gays by the Sher¬ 
iffs Department. He called 
for active recruitment, in¬ 
creased cultural awareness 
training at the Academy, and 
asked if there was a clearly 
and strictly written policy 
against discrimination based 
on sexual orientation. 

Roger Coggan, legal direc¬ 
tor for the Gay and Lesbian 
Community Services Center, 
told the supervisors of three 
complaints of hate crimes 
against sheriffs deputies dur¬ 
ing a 30-day period this sum¬ 
mer. 

One complaint was from a 
Latino transvestite who was 
slzunmed into a wall by a 
deputy and repeatedly struck 
by a flashlight to the point of 
numbing and loss of shoul¬ 
der movement. 

“Misconduct by deputies of 
the Sheriffs Department is 
not at all surprising given the 
active apathy of its leadership 
concerning discrimination 
against lesbians and gay 
men,” Coggan told the super¬ 
visors. “When Sheriff Block 
implies that he is powerless 
to protect gays and lesbians 
from harassment within the 
department and therefore — 
for their own sake — wouldn’t

Hate Crimes Bill Passes Senate 

SACRAMENTO — Senate Bill 98, authored by state Sena¬ 
tor Bill Lockyer (D-Hayward), passed the Senate on a 32-0 
vote with no debate. The bill, which was co-authored by Lt. 
Gov. Leo McCarthy, adds sexual orientation (gays and les¬ 
bians) to the list of minorities protected against hate crimes 
and increases the penalties for those crimes. The bill will 
allow some misdemeanors to be raised to felony charges if 
those misdemecuiors interfere with the victim’s civil rights 
and were committed because of the victim’s sexual orienta¬ 
tion, color, race, religion, ancestry or national origin. It will 
also raise the maximum penalty for damaging a victim’s 
property from six months to a year if the damage was done 
because of their minority status. Plus the bill sJlows up to 
four years to be added to prison sentences for hate crimes 
and unlimited punitive damage awards in civil hate crimes 
cases. The bill is now on its way to the governor’s desk to 
be signed into law. — Maighe Covino 

'Robodyke' Strikes Back 

SACRAMENTO — Abortion-activist attorney Alison Gude 
filed a complaint for damages suit against Joseph Farah, ed¬ 
itor of the Sacramento Union, the Sacramento Union 
newspaper and “defendants Doe 1 through 25” in Sacramen¬ 
to Superior Court last month. In July, Gude was acquitted 
of criminal assault charges brought against her by Farah 
and a group of anti-abortionists known as Operation Res¬ 
cue. The group was familiar with Gude from her national 
and state work as a leader/trainer of clinic escorts who pro¬ 
tect women going to health clinics from anti-abortion 
demonstrators. Gude is active at clinic sites in Sacramento, 
the Bay Area and in Los Angeles, where confrontations 
with fundeunentalist Christians have been escalating. Gude 
was dubbed “Robodyke” in anti-abortionist newsletters be¬ 
cause of her take-charge, brook-nointerference attitude in 
confrontational situations. During her trial, Gude refused to 
plea bargain and plead guilty to lesser charges, always 
maintaining she only struck Farah in self-defense. Gude 
maintained that Farah was able to have criminal charges in¬ 
stituted against her because of his position as editor of the 
Sacramento Union, a local daily paper. Among evidence 
submitted at the trial was a letter written by Farah on 
Sacramento Union letterhead to the California Bar Associa¬ 
tion urging that Gude be denied admittance to the bar to 
practice law in the state of California. At the time, Gude 
was studying for the bar examination and has since re¬ 
ceived notice that she passed. In Gude’s civil suit, she al¬ 
leges assault by F£U-ah, who, according to his testimony, 
was at a women’s health clinic in his capacity as a reporter 
for the Sacramento Union. The second cause of action al¬ 
leged is battery, because Farah held and detained her 
against her will. In the first and second causes of action, 
Gude is asking for general damages in the amount of 
$150,000. A third cause of action, intentional infliction of 
emotional distress, asks for damages of $100,000 and puni¬ 
tive dcunages of $50,000. — Maighe Covino 


advise them to be open about 
their sexual orientation, what 
are the messages being sent 
to officers on the street?

Coggan said. Lesbians and 
gay men “are a distinct mi¬ 
nority who are illegally dis¬ 
criminated against, heu'assed 
and brutalized by the Sher¬ 
iffs Department because of 
our sexual orientation.”

Carmichael) weis the only one 
to speak against the bill. 

In a rambling discourse, he 
spoke to a number of issues 
all of which he said send 
mixed signals. 


“We take a stand against 
drugs and then urge people to 
use cleEin needles. We tell our 
children about abstinence and 
then teach the use of con¬ 
doms,” Leslie said. “Someone 
must speak out for what is 
pure and good.

KCET Airs 'Church/ 
Catholics Call Boycott

LOS ANGELES - After 
weeks of stormy meetings, 
protests and news coverage, 
KCET, the local PBS affili¬ 
ate, aired the controversial 
film Stop the Church on 
Sept. 6. 

The Public Broadcasting 
System sparked a national 
outcry over censorship when 
it pulled the short film from 
its opinion-based P.O.V. se¬ 
ries. PBS said the film 
“ridiculed” the Catholic 
Church. 

KCET aired the film 
wrapped in disclaimers and a 
discussion about the merits of 
broadcasting a film that de¬ 
tractors consider “Catholic 
bashing.” 

Though Stop the Church 
is about the controversial 
ACT UP and WHAM action 
against New York’s Cardinal 
John O’Connor and the 
Catholic Church’s policies on 
AIDS and abortion, KCET 
refused to invite either the 
filmmaker or a representative 
from ACT UP to participate 
in the follow-up discussion. 
Subsequently GLAAD/LA 
declined to appear on the 
panel. 

KCET’s decision to air the 
film prompted Cardinal 
Roger Mahony of the Los 
Angeles Archdiocese to call 
for a boycott. 

It has cost the publicly 
funded station canceled 
memberships and the with¬ 
drawal of a $100,000 pledge. 
Despite the earlier dispute 
and to counter Mahony’s in¬ 
fluence, ACT UP/LA and 
NOW/LA have initiated a 
drive to show support for 
KCET, according to ACT 
UP/LA’s Helene &hpak. 

Overshadowed by the con¬ 
troversy about the film was a 
statement made by Cardinal 
Mahony at his Sept. 5 news 
conference that KCET Presi¬ 
dent William Kobin flatly de¬ 
nied. 

Mahony said that KCET 
had “capitulated to the ter¬ 
rorist-like demands of a very 
few extremists,” which he 
later described as “blackmail.” 
When pressed by reporters 
to support his allegations of 
“blackmail,” Mahony said, “I 
spoke to the president myself, 
William Kobin, last Friday, 
and when challenged by that, 
he admitted that that’s what 
happened — that he and mcin- 
agement, the decision makers, 
were pressured and black¬ 
mailed. And it’s no coinci¬ 
dence that once they capitu¬ 
lated then the threatened boy¬ 
cott and jamming the phone 
lines was called off.” 

In his news conference lat¬ 
er the same day, Kobin was 
asked about the “blackmail” 
charge. 

“That is totally untrue,” 
he shot back. “Our decision 
was based on reasons I have 
given you (allowing the public 
to make up their own minds 
about the film), pure and sim¬ 
ple. There have been threats 
from both sides. Subsequent¬ 
ly we had the largest August 
fundraising drive in the histo¬ 
ry of the station.” 

Another high-placed per¬ 
son at KCET who was aware 
of the telephone exchange 
between M^ony and Kobin 
called Mahony “a liar” when 
told what the CcU*dinal said to 
reporters. 

And according to ACT 
UP/LA’s Connie Norman, the 
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“phone zap” entailed about 
20 people calling during one 
pledge break — about 15 min¬ 
utes — then sporadically dur¬ 
ing the next few days. 

Mahony compared the 
demonstration against St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral with the 
firebombing of a synagogue 
and suggested that KCET be 
held “morally, and possibly 
legally, responsible for every 
future act of terrorism” 
against any religious gather¬ 
ing place. He specificsdly sit¬ 
ed the “trashing of the Eu¬ 
charist on the floor” as a ter¬ 
rorist act. 

“It’s the most anti-Catholic 
thing I’ve ever seen, ever,” he 
said. 

However, nowhere in the 
film is there a shot of 2 inyone 
“trashing the Eucharist on the 
floor,” though there is one 
shot of a man holding a wafer 
to the camera outside the 
church. 

Meanwhile, a member of 
KCET’s board of directors re¬ 
signed Sept. 6, citing the pub¬ 
lic television station’s decision 
to air Stop the Church. 

George Pla, president and 
chief executive officer of Cor¬ 
doba Corp., a consulting firm, 
announced his resignation in 
a letter to Sheldon Ausman, 
chairman of KCET’s board of 
directors. 

“The contents of this pro¬ 
gram are offensive and pro¬ 
mote hatred and bigotry,” Pla 
said in his letter, y

Lesbian-Sensitive NBC Premiere

LOS ANGELES - Kirk 
Morris thinks he’s God’s gift 
to women. He’s always on 
the prowl, always trying to 
score big with the chicks, al¬ 
ways over-the-top macho. But 
Kirk Morris has a secret: his 
ex-wife left him for a woman. 
And he thinks it’s his fault. 

This is the premise for the 
season premiere episode of 
NBC’s hit comedy Dear John 
airing Sept. 20. Story lines 
about resolving guilt and ad¬ 
justing to tolerance are usual 
TV fare. 

What is unusual about this 
episode is that at a time 
when conservatives hold 
sway in bo 2 trd rooms govern¬ 
ing the arts and entertain¬ 
ment, the producers of Dear 
John boldly acknowledge the 
in-put they received from the 


Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation, a media 
watchdog organization. 

GLAAD is on the lookout 
for negative images of les¬ 
bians and gay men in the me¬ 
dia, alerting and educating 
the offender when possible. 

Last year Dear John ran 
afoul of GLAAD by airing an 
episode in which a black gay 
man, played by Cleavon Lit¬ 
tle, “fell in love” with the ti¬ 
tle character played by Judd 
Hirsch. Little’s character was 
the stereotypical swish who 
threw a “hissy-fit” when re¬ 
jected, according to 
GLAAD/LA Executive Di¬ 
rector Richard Jennings. 
GLAAD complained. But 
this time the producers were 
sensitive enough to check. 

“This revelation about 
Kirk (that his ex-wife is a les¬ 


bian) offers insight into his 
character and his propensity 
for continually asserting his 
sexuality and masculinity. 
We chose to consult with 
GLAAD from the onset, be¬ 
cause we wanted to portray 
Kirk’s ex-wife and his reac¬ 
tion to her newfound 
lifestyle in a sensitive yet hu¬ 
morous manner,” says Dear 
John Executive Producer 
Rod Parker, who apparently 
was not involved in last year’s 
episode. 

Writer Marco Pennette 
says that GLAAD’s Dr. Sylvia 
Rue provided important in¬ 
sight, suggesting for instance 
that a reference to Kirk’s ex- 
wife “choosing an alternative 
lifestyle” be dropped. The 
surprise ending will thrill 
many in the gay community.

Navratilova, Ex-Lover 
Face Off in Courtroom

FORT WORTH, Texas - 
Martina Navratilova’s lawyers 
argfued at a hearing Sept. 9 
that her former live-in com¬ 
panion, Judy Nelson, should 
not be represented in her up¬ 
coming suit against the tennis 
star by an attorney who used 
to represent Navratilova. 

“I’d much rather be play¬ 
ing (tennis star) Monica Se¬ 
les,’’ Navratilova said, when 
asked if she was nervous as 
they entered the courtroom. 

Nelson, a 45-year-old for¬ 
mer beauty queen, hired high- 
profile Fort Worth attorney 
Jerry Loftin to present her 
case, in which she claims 
Navratilova reneged on a 
“non-marital cohabitation 
agreement’’ the two signed in 
1986. 

Nelson, the former wife of 
a Fort Worth physician, lived 
with the tennis star in Fort 
Worth from 1984 through 
1989. Nelson’s two sons were 
in the courtroom. 

The signing of the agree¬ 
ment was videotaped, and has 
received wide play on televi¬ 
sion. Nelson and Navratilova 
are seen on the tape laughing. 


giving each other “high-fives’’ 
to celebrate the occasion. 

Navratilova, 34, wept sev¬ 
eral times during testimony, 
and broke down when the 
tape was played in the court¬ 
room, prompting State Dis¬ 
trict Judge Harry Hopkins to 
call for a break. 

Under the agreement’s 
terms. Nelson was to receive 
half of the estimated $5 mil¬ 
lion to $9 million Navratilova 
earned during their relation¬ 
ship. Nelson’s suit, filed last 
June, charges that Navratilova 
reneged on the pact. 

“Judy Nelson and I sat 
down one morning and wrote 
up an agreement that would 
divide our property if we 
were to split up, which at the 
time we didn’t think would 
happen,” Navratilova testified, 
“but just in case, to protect 
Judy so she would have some 
money coming to her, and it 
would also protect me.” 

The hearing is to decide 
the merits of Navratilova’s 
motion to remove Loftin from 
the case because he represent¬ 
ed her on previous occasions.

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Houston Columnist 
Back on the Job

Following intense public 
pressure from the gay and 
Hispanic communities, as 
well as the prospect of a law¬ 
suit, the Houston Post re¬ 
hired Juan Palomo, the 
columnist whom it had fired 
for defying orders not to pub¬ 
licly discuss his homosexual¬ 
ity. 

Palomo accepted the 
Post's offer to join the news¬ 
paper’s editorial board. 

He will also write a twice- 
weekly column in the paper’s 
editorial pages but will not re¬ 
sume writing his previous col¬ 
umn in the paper’s “Metro” 
section. 

Palomo ran afoul of the 
Post’s editors when he tried 
to write about his own sexual 
orientation for the first time 
in a July 9 column about the 
murder of a Houston gay man 
by a gang of suburban teen¬ 
agers. The Post ordered 
Palomo to rewrite the col¬ 
umn, deleting any reference 
to his own homosexuality. 

Later, in a local alternative 
weekly paper in Houston, 
Palomo complained about not 
being allowed to come out 


and in an interview in the na¬ 
tion’s gay press, including the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

He was fired Aug. 30. 

At the time, the Post's 
m 2 uiagement said, “The best 
interests of the Post come be¬ 
fore the personal agenda of 
an indivi(iual.” 

Houston’s lesbian/gay com¬ 
munity and Hispanic leaders 
called for a boycott of the pa¬ 
per because of Palomo’s fir¬ 
ing. The National Lesbian 
and Gay Journalists Associa¬ 
tion also arranged to get Palo¬ 
mo an attorney through the 
Lambda Legal Defense fie Ed¬ 
ucation Foundation for possi¬ 
ble legal action against the pa¬ 
per over the firing. 

A week after his dismissal 
and after nearly a month of 
the controversy, the columnist 
£Uid the paper resolved the 
conflict with Palomo return¬ 
ing in his new capacity. 

Palomo, who has been 
with the Post for 12 years, 
said he was glad the disagree¬ 
ment had been settled. 

“I’m glad it’s over,” Palo¬ 
mo told the B.A.R. “It didn’t 
take me very long to realize 
that I’m a better columnist 
than I am a martyr.” T 


Doctor Accused of Luring 
Patient Into Gay Affair

NEW YORK - A Manhat¬ 
tan psychiatrist accused in a 
$14 million lawsuit of seduc¬ 
ing a patient into a lesbian af¬ 
fair and encouraging four sui¬ 
cide attempts should be 
forced out of business, the 
woman bringing the suit said 
Sept. 4. 

“This woman needs to be 
stopped,” Fern Isaacson, 32, 
said of Dr. Elisabeth Jenks, a 
psychiatrist who treated her 
for depression in 1986 and 
1987 after she was diagnosed 
with a rare, life-threatening 
disease. 

Isaacson, in a ruffled 
blouse and black skirt, spoke 
forcefully before television 
cameras about her case, first 
filed about two years ago. 

Jenks and her lawyer, An¬ 
thony Sola, were not avail¬ 
able for comment. Isaacson 
said Jenks, who is 30 ye 2 irs 
her senior, led her into a sex¬ 
ual affair, then aided her with 
four attempted suicides, in¬ 
cluding one in which the psy¬ 
chiatrist allegedly helped her 
mix 29 capsules of Secanol 
with strawberry-banana La 
Yogurt, saying she couldn’t 
stand to see her in pain. 

Isaacson, an actress who 
moved to New York from Mi¬ 
ami before her illness, said 
she became frightened during 
that attempt in 1987, and 
when she refused to eat the 
last spoonful of the concoc¬ 
tion, Jenks helped her induce 
vomiting. 

Jenks, with a degree in 
psychopharmacology, even re¬ 
ferred to Hemlock Society 
publications on suicide, said 
Isaacson, comparing her ex¬ 
psychiatrist to Derek 
Humphreys, the Hemlock So¬ 
ciety leader and author of the 


new best-selling do-it-yourself 
suicide manual. Final Exit, 
which Isaacson said “should 
be t£iken off the market.” 

Isaacson, who is now un¬ 
employed, said she recently 
rejected a $350,000 settlement 
from Jenks’ insurance compa¬ 
ny because it would have re¬ 
quired her to keep quiet 
about the case, allowing Jenks 
to remain in business. 

“I want to tell my story,” 
Isaacson said. “I can help oth¬ 
er people with my story.” 

Tape recordings of the two 
discussing suicide plans for 
Isaacson have been broadcast 
since the case first came to 
light, and Isaacson said she 
also has statements from an¬ 
other doctor about seeing 
Jenks on top of Isaacson dur¬ 
ing one of the younger wom¬ 
an’s 82 hospitalizations. 

Isaacson said she was diag¬ 
nosed at age 23 after several 
years of unexplained illness 
with Ehlers-Danlos syn¬ 
drome, a painful connective 
tissue disorder that causes ex¬ 
tensive hemorrhaging and dis¬ 
location of the joints. 

At the time, she was ex¬ 
pected to die before she 
reached 30, but Isaacson says 
she has not been hospitalized 
for a year and, for now, her 
health is “excellent.” 

The case was investigated 
by the Manhattan District At¬ 
torney’s office, which brought 
no charges against Jenks, said 
spokesman Gereild McKelvey, 
who said he knew of no crim¬ 
inal charge that could be 
made in a failed suicide at¬ 
tempt. 

State Department of 
Health spokeswoman Faith 
Schottenfeld said she could 
not comment on whether 
Jenks was under investiga¬ 
tion.

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Extravaganza Planned 
For Stonewall's 25th

Queers of the planet Earth 
are plotting to take over New 
York City, arguably the plan¬ 
et’s most important metropo¬ 
lis, in June 1994, to celebrate 
the 25th anniversary of their 
fight for liberation and equal¬ 
ity. 

And it’s not too early to 
book flights and hotel rooms. 
Organizers predict 1 million 
homosexuals will swoop 
down on the city. 

Dubbed “Stonewall 25,” 
the month of celebrations will 
commemorate the 1969 riots 
at the Stonewall Inn in 
Greenwich Village in which 
drag queens and dykes vio¬ 
lently resisted police harass¬ 
ment for the first time in 
America, legend has it. 

Although modern-style 
gay-liberation movements 
were born in Scandinavia and 
Holland as early as 1947, the 
Stonewall riots have been ex¬ 
tensively popularized in gay 
mythology as the. beginning 
of the modern gay and les¬ 
bian movement. 

Stonewall 25 organizers 
say “lesbians and gays and 
our supporters from all over 
the world will converge ... for 
a massive human and civil 
rights march” on June 26, 
1994. It “is expected to be the 
largest lesbian and gay event 
in history.” 

In the days before and af¬ 
ter the march, the huge Gay 
Games IV will unfold in New 
York City, as will the 15th 


World Conference of the es¬ 
teemed International Lesbian 
and Gay Association. 

Other major events will in¬ 
clude a joint concert of Les¬ 
bian and Gay Bands of Amer¬ 
ica, featuring more than 500 
musicians; a performance by 
the more than 1,000 voices of 
the Gay/Lesbian Choral Asso¬ 
ciation; a huge dance and fire¬ 
works display; a nation 2 d con¬ 
ference of Men of All Colors 
Together (known in some 
cities as Black and White 
Men Together); a national 
conference of Parents and 
Friends of Lesbians and 
Gays; and the largest gay-wor¬ 
ship service in the history of 
the universe, hosted by the 
Universal Fellowship of 
Metropolitan Community 
Churches, the world’s largest 
gay organization. 

The next Stonewall 25 
planning meeting is Nov. 12 
in Alexandria, Va., following 
the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force’s annual Creating 
Change Conference. For in¬

said that the funds were 
“shaky from the start” and 
that promises that they would 
be able were just politics. 

“I believe it was an elec¬ 
tion year ploy by the mayor’s 
office to distract attention 
from the problem, the need 
for increased AIDS funding 
and services for HIV-infected 
youth and others,” said 
Migden. 

“They promised the fund¬ 
ing in October. The mayor’s of¬ 
fice asserted that these 
funds would be available to 
address emerging and urgent 
needs. I was right. I knew it 
at the time, and it’s important 
to say that those of us who 
expressed our concerns 
weren’t just whistling Dixie” 
she said. 

“As far as we know, the 
state’s on track to receive the 
funds by the end of the year, 
when we always expected 
they would arrive,” said Scott 
Shafer, a spokesman for May¬ 
or Art Agnos. “We’re confi¬ 
dent that the funds are going 
to be available (then).” 

“I’m still hopeful that they 
will be here in October,” said 
Baxter. “I don’t think SB 855 
funds will be restricted. How¬ 
ever, there may be restric¬ 


tions on similar programs and 
I’m naturally cautious.” 

Baxter said the comments 
in his report to the commis¬ 
sion were an alert that he 
hasn’t been able to pin down 
exactly when the funds will 
be available. 

“I’m very concerned. I 
hope the funds come in as 
soon as possible,” said Super¬ 
visor Kevin Shelley. “If they 
are detained, we should con¬ 
sider arranging for the imme¬ 
diate release of general 
funds.” 

Previous proposals to re¬ 
lease general funds were re¬ 
jected by the board. 

Despite historic tensions 
between the Health Commis¬ 
sion and the board about 
funding priorities — with the 
Health Commission asserting 
its independence and mem¬ 
bers of the board threatening 
the commission’s funding — 
Baxter said that the Health 
Department agreed with the 
board and will expend the 
funds on the priorities as well 
£is others that have been iden¬ 
tified. 

“Even a two-month delay 
for people with HIV and 
AIDS is too much,” said Rick 
Ruvolo, an aide to Supervisor 
Harry Britt. He said the delay 
was unnecessary euid that Su¬ 
pervisor Britt and others 
raised the point in debate and 
discussion about the budget 
but were assured the funds 
were coming. ▼

Senate Chaplain Slammed Gays 
In 1990 Religious Newsletter

WASHINGTON - A 
spokesman for one of the na¬ 
tion’s leading gay and lesbian 
rights organizations has se¬ 
cured a meeting with the Sen¬ 
ate chaplain to discuss anti¬ 
gay comments in a devotional 
letter the minister put out a 
year ago. 

Rev. Richard Halverson, 
75, has been the chaplain of 
the Senate since February 
1981. As such, it is his respon¬ 
sibility to open each day’s ses¬ 
sion of the body with an in¬ 
spirational prayer. 

In the past, Halverson has 
been known to lead the Sen¬ 
ate in prayer for such things 
as brevity in speech, a more 
educated voting public and an 
end to “single-issue voting.” 

The House of Representa¬ 
tives, unlike the Senate, does 
not have a particular clergy 
member who opens its ses¬ 
sions. Instead, it assigns those 
duties to religious figures 
from a variety of faiths. 
Halverson, who is also the 
president of the Washington- 
based Concern Ministries, 
also pens that organization’s 
biweekly newsletter “Perspec¬ 
tive.” 

Prompted by a reference 
made to it in a recent column 
by conservative syndicated 
writer Cal Thomas, Gregory 
King, communications direc¬ 


tor for the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund, requested a 
copy of the reverend’s Aug. 
29, 1990 newsletter on homo¬ 
sexuality. 

Upset by the newsletter’s 
statements that homosexuali¬ 
ty is an “abomination,” King 
requested and was granted a 
meeting with Heilverson. 

“I’ve been reading Rev. 
Halverson’s prayers for the 
past 10 years on a regular ba¬ 
sis in the Congressional 
Record,” said King, “and I 
was stunned to hear him ex¬ 
press anti-gay views. So I 
called him up and arranged to 
meet with him, and I hope 
we’ll be able to have a fruitful 
discussion.” 

The meeting is scheduled 
for Sept. 20. 

The one-page statement by 
the Senate chaplain centered 
on homosexuality and his 
view, based on biblical writ¬ 
ings, that while gays and les¬ 
bians are children of God, 
they are called upon to cease 
the practice of homosexual 
sex. 

“Homosexuality is a reality 
— a fact of life,” he wrote. “Its 
practice is an aberration and 
abomination. God loves ho¬ 
mosexuals ... and we who pro¬ 
fess to love God ought to love 
homosexuals. But we eire not 
obligated to accept their prac¬ 
tice! 

“Whether homosexuality is 


inherited or acquired does not 
justify its practice,” he said, 
“any more than being born 
with strong bisexual desires 
justifies extra-marital sex.” 

In his message, Halverson 
said that homophobia is “un¬ 
becoming of a follower of 
Christ,” but followed that 
statement with a long passage 
explaining how a Christian’s 
“faith does not require him to 
accept this so-called ‘gay 
lifestyle.’ ” 

“Pressure from the ‘gay 
community’ demanding ac¬ 
ceptance of its chosen way is 
counterproductive and is as 
much responsible for the an¬ 
tipathy it receives as are igno¬ 
rance and bigotry,” he said. 
“Homosexual lifestyle flies 
against the face of history, na¬ 
ture, sociology, humanity’s fu¬ 
ture and biblical truth!” 

Adding abortion rights ac¬ 
tivists to the list of people 
criticized in the newsletter, he 
concluded that it is “not with¬ 
out significance that the gay 
community has been gaining 
momentum at the same time 
the pro-choice movement has 
proliferated. ... It doesn’t take 
a prophet to foresee that pro- 
choice and homosexuality 
universalized would mean the 
extinction of the human race. 
One sacrifices the gift of re¬ 
production — the other short 
circuits it!” ▼

Gay Teacher Killed 

Suspended Sentence Outrages 
San Antonio Rights Activists

SAN ANTONIO - Civil 
rights activists are condemn¬ 
ing the decision, to suspend 
the sentence of a former Ma¬ 
rine reservist who said he fa¬ 
tally beat a gay school teacher 
he claimed drugged and 
raped him. 

The San Antonio activists 
labeled the San Antonio case 
“judicial gay bashing” and 
complained that no tests had 
been conducted to determine 
whether the Marine was 
drugged or raped. 

“It makes me furious,” 
Martha Fitzwater of San An¬ 
tonio, who handles civil rights 
cases involving gay clients, 
told the San Antonio Light 
in an interview published in 
Sept. 9. “It is re^y shocking 
to my conscience.” 

Gay activist Dennis Poplin 
of San Antonio labeled 
“bizarre, cynical and outra¬ 
geous” the decision by Bexar 
County District Attorney 
Steve Hilbig to accept a plea 
bargain because Texas law 
states that murder has not 
been committed when it is 
the result of “sudden passion 
arising from adequate cause.” 

“We think someone has to 
be held accountable for this 
decision,” Poplin told the 
newspaper. 

The San Antonio Light 
reported Sept. 7 the circum¬ 
stances of the case involving a 
former Marine police cadet, 
Nicolo Giangrasso, and a San 
Antonio substitute school 
teacher, Charles Perez Re- 


sendez, 37. 

Giangrasso, a Marine re¬ 
servist who was 18 at the 
time, told police he found 
himself naked with another 
man in a motel room early 
New Year’s Day 1990, after a 
night of heavy drinking and 
after accepting a ride from a 
man after finding himself 
stranded downtown without 
any money. 

Giangrasso told police the 
man purchased a soft drink 
for him, and that he did not 
remember what happened be¬ 
tween then and when he 
awoke in the motel room. 

He told police he panicked, 
believing he had been raped, 
and beat the man. The fatal 
beating left the imprint of his 
treaded tennis shoes on the 
man’s back. He told police he 
did not realize until seeing a 
news report of the incident 
later that day that he had 
killed him, the newspaper re¬ 
ported. 

He said he was afraid his 
friends would think he was a 
homosexual, the newspaper 
said a review of court and po¬ 
lice records showed. 

Two weeks ago the mur¬ 
der charge against Giangrasso 
was reduced in a plea bargain 
in which Giangrasso agreed 
to plead guilty to voluntary 
manslaughter. 

At a hearing before a state 
district judge, a guilty plea 
was entered. Althou^ the 
district attorney’s office did 
not make a sentence recom¬ 
mendation, McDonald decid¬ 
ed on a sentence of 10 years’ 


deferred adjudication rather 
than a jail term. 

“I did not consider (jail) 
appropriate,” the judge told 
the newspaper. “There was a 
great deal of evidence to sug¬ 
gest he had been drugged and 
sexually assaulted. I think if a 
jury had listened to the evi¬ 
dence, it is likely he would 
not have been found guilty.” 

Giangrasso, who has since 
returned to his home state of 
New Jersey and been dis¬ 
charged from the Marines, de¬ 
clined to comment, his attor¬ 
ney, Eddie Garcia, told the 
newspaper. 

Hilbig told the newspaper 
he believed “adequate cause” 
was present, even though he 
admitted no physical exami¬ 
nation was conducted to de¬ 
termine whether the victim 
was drugged or raped. 

“If someone is homosexual- 
ly raped, is that adequate 
cause? I had to ask myself 
from an evidentiary nature, 
how do I prove that it was 
not sudden passion. The prob¬ 
lem we faced was that we 
could not dispute without rea¬ 
sonable doubt that he wasn’t 
raped,” Hilbig told the news¬ 
paper. 

“I was very worried about 
the charge being reduced £uid 
that it was done so because 
the incident was the result of 
homosexual activity,” Hilbig 
said. “But we were in a posi¬ 
tion where we could not re¬ 
fute the evidence. We felt it 
was better to get the convic¬ 
tion.” ▼

NOWS Brief Backs Kowalski 

Tha National Organization for Women filed a friend of the 
court brief with the Minnesota Court of Appeals in support 
of Karen Thompson’s petition to be named guardian of her 
life partner, Sharon Kowalski, who was severely disabled in 
a car accident in 1983 and continues to receive rehabilita¬ 
tion. Despite Kowalski’s repeated pleas to live with Thomp¬ 
son, Kowalski’s parents and the Minnesota legal system have 
blocked all attempts by Thompson to gain guardianship. 
Althougji Thompson was the sole petitioner seeking guar¬ 
dianship, the Minnesota District Court denied her petition. 
Joining NOW in signing the brief are the Minnesota Federa¬ 
tion of Business 8b Professional Women’s Clubs, the Min¬ 
nesota State American Association of University Women, 
Minnesota NOW, Minnesota Women’s Lawyers, the Center 
for Women Policy Studies, the Fund for the Feminist Major¬ 
ity, National Women’s Health Network, Northwest Women’s 
Law Center, and the NOW Legal Defense and Education 
Fund. NOW’S amicus brief states the court order denying 
Thompson guardianship was impermissibly based upon sex 
stereotyping and bias against Thompson’s politicEd beliefs, 
activism, and lesbian lifestyle. The brief also cites the 
court’s callous disregard of Kowalski’s stated wishes in the 
determination of her future. A national “Let Sharon 
Kowedski Come Home” hotline has been established to 
pressure Minnesota Gov. Arne Carlson to intervene on 
behalf of Kowalski. Each call to the 800 number will 
generate a letter to Carlson, demonstrating the level of na¬ 
tional outrage surrounding this case and the recent decision. 
The hotline number is 800-325-6000, ID #9860. The charge 
for each call is $6.25, a portion of which will go to the Karen 
Thompson Legal Fund. 

Libertarian Pledges Support for Gays 

The newly nominated presidential candidate of the Liber¬ 
tarian Party pledged to support the rig^t of gays and les¬ 
bians to marry and to reject the immigration ban on HIV- 
infected people. Libertarian presidential nominee Andre 
Marrou, 52, made the pledges during a surprise appearance 
before the Libertarians for Gay cind Lesbian Concerns. The 
LGLQ though not formally associated with the party, was 
having its regular meeting in conjunction with the Liber¬ 
tarian Party’s quandrennial convention in Chicago over 
Labor Day weekend. Marrou, a Las Vegas real estate broker 
and former Alaska state representative, was nominated the 
party’s standard bearer the next day with substantial sup¬ 
port from LGLC members who were delegates to the con¬ 
vention. Marrou also promised the group that he would con¬ 
tinue to reaffirm the party’s longtime openness to gays and 
lesbians, especially against opponents from the religious 
right wing, and would continue the party’s opposition to 
sodomy laws and other laws and government policies which 
discriminate against gays. —Paul Varaell 

April '93 March on D.C. Endorsed 

At a planning meeting in Chicago Aug. 3-4, lesbian and gay 
leaders from 26 states, grass-roots representatives and more 
than 50 local or regional groups unanimously approved a 
March on Washington for April 25, 1993. Representatives 
from non-gay organizations, bisexual groups, leather groups, 
a visible and powerful people of color contingent, and 
students were represented. The organizational structure is 
based on that used during the successful 1987 March on 
Washington, which attracted 650,000 participants The most 
significant modification changed the minimum 25 percent 
requirement for people of color in the leadership structure 
to a 50 percent minimum requirement. Women will remain 
50 percent parity of eill committees. For more information 
contact the March on Washington Hotline at 1-800-832-2889 
or write to the March on Washington at RO.

Mass. Homophobes Dealt Setback 

Opponents of Massachusetts civil rights protections for les¬ 
bians Euid gay men were defeated when the attorney general 
ruled that their anti-gay referendums could not go forward 
because they had failed to file 10 valid signatures on their 
petitions. The ruling means that they will not be allowed to 
gather more signatures and the proposed questions will not 
be on the 1992 state ballot. AttomQrs at the Gay and Lesbian 
Advocates and Defenders filed a series of briefs with the at- 
tornQT general outlining the unconstitutionality of the peti¬ 
tions. GLAD is a legal organization that litigates lesbian and 
gay civil rights under the very laws the petitioners sought to 
repeal. 

Gay Episcopal Priest to Be Ordained 

The Rev. Barry Stopfel, an openly gay man living in a com¬ 
mitted relationship and an Episcopal deacon for one year, 
will be ordained to the priesthood on Sept. 14, by the Rt. 
Rev. John S. Spong, Bishop of Newark. Stopfel will be the 
fourth openly gay or lesbian person to be ordained to the 
Episcopal priesthood in the full glare of the media. In 1977 
the Rev. Ellen Barrett was ordained priest by the bishop of 
New York, the Rt. Rev. Paul Moore Jr. In 1989 Bishop 
Spong ordained the Rev. Robert Williams and in June of 
this yeeu-, the bishop of Washington, the Rt. Rev. Ronald 
Haines, ordained the Rev. Elizabeth Carl. That is not to say, 
however, that Stopfel will be only the fourth openly gay or 
lesbian Episcopalian to be ordained a priest. Integrity, the 
lesbian/gay Episcopal caucus, has noted at least 50 such or¬ 
dinations since 1977. Stopfel’s is the first such ordination to 
be announced in advance at the denomination’s House of 
Bishops.

book as its monthly selection 
to members. 

Reparative Therapy of 
the Male Homosexual, by 
Joseph Nicolosi, Ph.D,, a con¬ 
servative psychologist with 
ties to the right-wing funda¬ 
mentalist Traditional Values 
Coalition, is the August offer¬ 
ing to members of the Psy¬ 
chotherapy Book News of 
North Vale New Jersey. 

“This landmark main se¬ 
lection shows how to treat 
male homosexuals successful¬ 
ly. ... This main selection 
opens the important area of 
male homosexuality to thera¬ 
py. In this day of AIDS, every 
mental health professional 
must know of this work,” 
reads the promotional ad 
copy in the PBN catalog. 

“That’s just grotesque. It’s 
totally irresponsible. For a re¬ 
spected book club to be push¬

Sept. 9, said the firm made 
the change in an effort to be 
more competitive in attract¬ 
ing high-quality employees. 

Other U.S. companies al¬ 
ready extend some benefits to 
partners of lesbian and gay 
workers. Montefiore Hospital 
in the Bronx added health¬ 
care benefits for lesbian and 
gay couples in Msirch of this 
year, and a handful of firms, 
including Levi Strauss in San 
Francisco and Ben & Jerry’s 
Ice Cream, offer some limited 
benefits for partners of em¬ 
ployees. 

But Lotus is believed to be 
the first major publicly traded 
firm to add such benefits, and 
perhaps the first to include 
such a comprehensive bene¬ 
fits package. 

Most companies, however, 
are still relucteint to add any 
substantive benefits packages 
— or even to recognize their 
own lesbian and gay workers, 
particularly if the firm is in¬ 
volved in government defense 
contracts. 

Earlier this year, Lockheed 
balked at even allowing a les- 
bian/gay employees group to 
form within the company. 

And while some activists 
believe the Lotus move could 
be a watershed event that will 
lead to other leading compa¬ 
nies adding health benefits 
programs for lesbians and 
gays, others a less sanguine. 

Faced with a continuing 
recession and skyrocketing in¬ 
surance premiums, many ac¬ 
tivists say it will be years — if 
not decades — before actions 
like Lotus’ are the norm 
rather than the exception. 

Don Nelson, president of 
High Tech Gays, an associa¬ 
tion of computer profession¬ 
als located in San Jose, said 
the group was more con¬ 
cerned with getting Silicon 
Valley firms “to include 
guidelines in their personnel 
policy barring discrimination” 
based on sexual orientation. ▼ 


ing this obnoxious garbage is 
a tremendous disappoint¬ 
ment,” said Hollie Conley, a 
spokesman for the San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay Area chapter of 
Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation. 

The editorial decision to 
offer the book is not just irre¬ 
sponsible, it’s unethiccd, said 
Dr. Peter Goldblum, the di¬ 
rector of the Barbara and 
Kurt Gronowski Clinic at the 
Pacific Graduate School of 
Psychology. 

Goldblum, an associate 
professor at PSG, is author of 
Strategies for Survival, a 
Gay Man’s Health Manual in 
the Age of AIDS. 

“The overwhelming pre¬ 
dominance of scientific evi¬ 
dence stands against this type 
of therapy. The American 
Psychological Association has 
come out explicitly against di¬ 
agnosing homosexuality as a 
disorder,” Goldblum said. 

Even more to the point, ac¬ 


cording to Goldblum, the 
state of Washington Psycho¬ 
logical Association has taken 
a policy position that “it is un¬ 
ethical for psychotherapists in 
the state of Washin^on to 
practice reparative therapy.” 

Goldblum said that the 
PBN decision to offer the 
book as the main monthly 
presentation came as “quite a 
shock.” 

“My own personal belief is 
that psychologists who prac¬ 
tice this type of 
psychotherapy are acting un¬ 
ethically and dangerously,” he 
said. 

GLAAD’s Conley was crit¬ 
ical of the subtext of the pro¬ 
motional copy. 

“The idea that AIDS is 
prevented by changing sexual 
orientation is despicable. It’s 
totally irresponsible to put 
that out,” he said. “The idea 
is that homosexuality is some¬ 
thing that needs to be treat¬ 
ed.” ▼ 


Gay Literature Finds 
Unexpected Readers

Lesbian and gay authors 
have sometimes complained 
about their books not getting 
enough “cross-over” trade — 
readership outside the les- 
bian/gay community itself — 
to give them a shot at lucra¬ 
tive best-seller slots in the 
book market. 

Well, now it seems either 
some pretty unlikely acci¬ 
dents of fate or someone in 
the publishing industry with 
an odd sense of humor is giv¬ 
ing them a crack at a much 
wider and rather unlikely au¬ 
dience. 

Within the past month, 
two different children’s books 
from mainstream publishing 
houses have had sections 
from lesbian/gay works that 
were being issued by entirely 
different publishers inserted 
between their covers. 

In August, Little-Brown 
discovered that one of its kid¬ 
die tomes included a whole 
section of the somewhat 
steamy Grove Press novel. 
Closer, by Dennis Cooper. 


This past week a new Ran¬ 
dom House juvenile novel. 
The Toby Man, was released 
with about 30 pages of the 
soon-to-be-released Profiles in 
Gay and Lesbian Courage b y 
MCC founder the Rev. Troy 
Perry, and published by St. 
Martin’s Press. 

After reading 24 pages of 
the new Random House re¬ 
lease, The Toby Man, kids 
are treated to an excerpt from 
Rev. Perry’s biographical 
sketches of major leaders in 
the lesbian/gay movement’s 
history. 

Ironically, it is the section 
of Perry’s book dealing with 
the life of Harvey Milk, “Kill 
a Queer for Christ,” that got 
inserted. 

Random House is now 
frantically trying to track 
down how much of its first 
press run of The Toby Man 
contained the Perry excerpt 
and determine how many 
bookstores may already have 
been shipped copies to alert 
them to the printing error. ^ 
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World News 


B.C. Judge Rules 
Gays Can Be Spouses

A British Columbia 
Supreme Court judge issued a 
ruling in Vancouver Aug. 30, 
declaring that same-sex cou¬ 
ples must be included in the 
government’s definition of 
spouses. 

Essentially, her ruling ex¬ 
tends common-law marriage 
status to unmarried lesbian 
and gay couples in the 
province. 

The British Columbia gov¬ 
ernment has 30 days to ap¬ 
peal the ruling to the 
Supreme Court of Canada or 
the decision becomes binding 
throughout the province. The 
ruling did not become public 
until the first week in 
September. 

Timothy Knodel, a nurse, 
filed suit in 1988 against the 
Medical Services Plan Com¬ 
mission, challenging its ruling 
that his lover, Ray Garneau, 
did not qualify for medical 
coverage as a dependent 
spouse under government 
regulations. G 2 u-neau died of 
an AIDS-related illness in 
March 1989, after a Hospital 
Employees Union attorney 
filed the lawsuit on Knodel’s 
behalf. 

Supreme Court Justice 
Anne Rowles declared, “The 
evidence is overwhelming 
that the petitioner and Mr. 
Garneau lived as husband and 
wife (i.e., that they met the re¬ 
quirements of a couple).’’ 

John Steeves, the lawyer 


who handled the case, called 
the ruling “an important 
precedent’’ in establishing the 
legitimacy of same-sex cou¬ 
ples in Canada. 

Knodel told the Bay Area 
Reporter in a telephone in¬ 
terview, “In the Medical Ser¬ 
vices Plan regulations, their 
definition of the word spouse 
did not include same-sex part¬ 
ners. And basically now, it 
gives gay relationships the 
same recognition as a com¬ 
mon-law marriage between 
heterosexual couples. But no 
one knows yet how far this is 
going to go because this sort 
of sets the foundation for a 
bunch of lawsuits that could 
come.’’ 

Knodel said of Justice 
Rowles’ decision, “She didn’t 
rewrite the law, she just inter¬ 
preted the law to include gay 
couples in the definition of 
spouse. She’s basically recog¬ 
nized any permsuient relation¬ 
ship, whether it’s gay or het¬ 
erosexual.’’ 

Knodel and Garneau ex¬ 
changed rings in 1984 as an 
indication of their commit¬ 
ment as a couple, and Justice 
Rowles declared that their ex¬ 
change of rings and their con¬ 
tinued relationship put the 
two men on an equal footing 
with heterosexual married 
couples. 

“The opportunity (of the 
lawsuit) was basically thrown 
in my lap,” Knodel told the 
B.A.R. “I fibred somebody 
had to do this. It was rather a

trying time because my part¬ 
ner — or spouse, now that I 
can use that word — was sick 
at the time, quite sick. When 
the union asked me if I want¬ 
ed to C 2 u-ry this on into a 
court of law, I said, ‘Sure,’ 
and just sort of forgot about 
it, not readizing where all this 
was going.” 

Where all this is going is 
legally not yet entirely clear, 
because the provinci 2 il gov¬ 
ernment could appeal the rul¬ 
ing and the Canadian 


Supreme Court might over¬ 
turn the British Columbia 
Supreme Court ruling. 

There was some specula¬ 
tion, however, that the 
provincial government, which 
has political problems of its 
own, might not be willing to 
risk losing a Canadian 
Supreme Court decision in 
the case and may simply let 
the ruling stand unchallenged. 

And although Justice 
Rowles’ decision would ap- 
pecu* on the surface to apply 


to any governmental defini¬ 
tion of what a “spouse” is, the 
British Columbia government 
could in fact still argue that 
the ruling applies only to the 
province’s medical services 
plan and not other govern¬ 
ment agencies. 

But Knodel’s attorney be¬ 
lieves, that unless the decision 
is overturned, “there is no 
legally rational justification 
for considering a couple 
spouses in certain circum¬ 
stances and not in others.” ▼

Largest AIDS Fundraiser in History 

Two of the nation’s leading AIDS organizations have an¬ 
nounced they are joining forces to produce the largest AIDS 
fundraising event in history. The Design Industries Founda¬ 
tion for AIDS Heart Strings musical production and the 
NAMES Project Memorial AIDS Quilt will make a 35-city 
tour together next year to raise $5 million for direct care 
and AIDS awareness education. Tour proceeds will benefit 
local AIDS organizations in 35 cities around the country and 
stir involvement and commitment among the people it 
reaches. Heart Strings, the AIDS Memorial Quilt, and You: 

“An Event in Three Acts” will open in San Francisco in ear¬ 
ly March. The national tour will kickoff in February 1992, in 
Southern California with previews in San Diego and Palm 
Springs and a gala opening in Lx)s Angeles. It will tour for 
six months before closing in Atlanta, the city where Heart 
Strings began. 

AIDS Activists to Descend on D.C. 

Several hundred AIDS treatment activists are expected in 
Washington Sept. 27-29 to attend the second AIDS Treat¬ 
ment Activist Conference. The conference is being organized 
by ACT/UP New York and ACT/UP D.C to develop 
strategies to address current AIDS treatment issues. 

Strategy sessions will target the Congress, President Bush, 
the National Institutes of Health, and the pharmaceutical 
and health insurance industries. In November 1990, the first 
AIDS Treatment Activist Conference was held in 

Washington. More than 300 activists attended 15 informa¬ 
tional workshops. The conference will be held at the Omni 
Shoreham Hotel, 2500 Calvert St. NW, Washington, D.C 
Registration is open to everyone. There will be on-site 
registration and no registration fees. In conjunction with the 
conference, AIDS activists will converge on the White 

House at 9 am. on Sept. 30 to focus attention on Bush’s lack 
of leadership in the AIDS crisis, 2 uid to demand that he ap¬ 
point a national AIDS “czar.”

AIDS Activists Slam 
Blue Cross Hikes

With the Congress’ sum¬ 
mer recess ending, delibera¬ 
tions are resuming over laws 
to restrict the practice of HIV- 
infected medical practitioners. 

In response to the bill re¬ 
cently passed by the Senate, 
the American Association of 
Physicians for Human Rights 
(AAPHR) has issued a survey 
of nearly 200 health-care 
workers who know that they 
are HIV positive or are at 
high risk for being so. In all, 
some 7,000 medical workers 
are estimated to be infected. 

ACT UP meanwhile has 
announced a national series of 
actions focusing on the health¬ 
care worker issue. 

The demonstrations, held 
in conjunction with hospital 
unions, were to take place in 
San Francisco; New York; 
Washington, D.C.; Seattle; 
Columbus, Ohio; and Port¬ 
land, Maine. They were just 
getting underway as the 
B.A.R. went to press. 

AAPHR, the physicians as¬ 
sociation, describes itself as 
an organization dedicated to 
promoting human rights and 
quality medical care for les¬ 
bians and gay men. Eighty 
percent of the survey’s re¬ 
spondents were physicians, 
and 89 percent were gay and 
bisexual men. 

Not surprisingly, the re¬ 
port on the survey’s results 
ar^ed strongly against re¬ 
stricting the practice of HTV- 
positive medical personnel. 
Medical studies have failed to 
find any patients infected 
with HIV from their care 
providers, the only possible 
exception in the history of the 
epidemic being five patients 
of a dentist in Florida. That 
exception is widely suspected 
to be really a case of patient- 
to-patient transmission via 
poorly sterilized instruments. 

Some of the survey’s main 
findings were: 

☆ It would cost the nation 
$1.6 billion dollars in wasted 
publicly financed medical 
training costs if only half the 
nation’s HIV-positive physi¬ 
cians were removed from 
practice. 

☆Twenty-seven percent of 
those in the survey think they 
already have lost a job or pro¬ 
motion because of other peo¬ 
ple’s fears about their HIV 
status. Seventy-three percent 
of the HIV-positive health¬ 
care workers fear losing their 
jobs in the future. 

AIDS Activists 
Invade Offices 

NEW YORK (UPI) - 
About 20 activists protesting 
proposals to test health-care 
workers for the AIDS virus 
invaded the Manhattsm office 
of the New York Dental Soci¬ 
ety Sept. 11. 

From the organization’s 
second floor window at 295 
Madison Ave., the protesters 
hung a banner that said, “Test 
drugs, not doctors.’’ 

ACT UP chapters around 
the country also planned to 
take part in a national day of 
protest against legislation 
passed in the US. Senate that 
would require HIV testing for 
health-care workers. ^ 


☆ Two-thirds of all HIV-pos¬ 
itive respondents and nearly 
100 percent of those with pro¬ 
fessional debts exceeding 
$50,000 said they would re¬ 
frain from seeking treatment 
or submitting insurance 
claims for HIV. Respondents 
feared damaging their prac¬ 
tice by public exposure of 
their condition, especially 
while staggering under a 
large debt load. 

In New York, demonstra¬ 
tors were gathering Wednes¬ 
day afternoon for a speakout 
at City Hall sponsored by the 
Coalition for Safe Health 
Care, which represents 
unions, civil liberties groups, 
community organizations, 
medical professionals and 
people with AIDS. 

The coalition has drafted a 
statement urging immediate 
implementation of the Blood- 
borne Disease Stand 2 U'ds is¬ 
sued by the federed Occupa¬ 
tional Safety and Health Ad¬ 
ministration. The OSHA stan¬ 


dards establish general infec¬ 
tion control measures rather 
than the HIV testing and lim¬ 
itations on medic 2 d practice 
provided for in the Senate 
bills. 

Explaining his reason for 
supporting the coalition, Den¬ 
nis Rivera of Local 1199 
Health Care Workers Union 
in New York said, “In this 
city, heedth-care delivery faces 
serious challenges, 2 md these 
steps (to restrict HIV-positive 
personnel) will create chaos 
while adding nothing to the 
safety of provider or patient.” 

Rob Lowe of ACT UP/San 
Francisco stressed the unique¬ 
ness of the coalition of groups 
sponsoring the day, which in 
San Francisco included the 
cirea-wide council of the Ser¬ 
vice Employees International 
Union. 

“This event presents an 
important opportunity for us 
to work with labor unions,” 
he said. 

At press time, several hun¬ 
dred people also were gather¬ 
ing in San Francisco’s UN 
Plaza for a demonstration 
with speakers from ACT 
UP/San Francisco, health-care 
unions and AAPHR. In addi¬ 
tion, civil disobedience was a 
possibility. ▼

NEW YORK - Empire 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
executives get bloated salaries 
while proposing massive rate 
hikes for the chronically ill 
and elderly. New York politi¬ 
cians and community advo¬ 
cates charged Sept. 6. 

Executives from the New 
York State-subsidized not-for- 
profit insurance group with 
9.2 million customers looked 
^imly from a stage at a pub¬ 
lic hearing in Manhattan as 
they were accused of misman¬ 
agement and collecting exces¬ 
sive salaries. 

Blue Cross has asked the 
state Insurance Department 
for permission to place good- 
risk and poor-risk customers 
in separate pools. High-risk 
subscribers would see their 
rates rise by as much as 50 
percent under the proposal. 

The rate hikes would af¬ 
fect 350,000 downstate New 
Yorkers in community-rated 
contracts, which are groups of 
three to 49 employed by small 


businesses, and an additional 
380,000 customers who are in¬ 
dividually insured. 

The hearings, sponsored 
by the state Insurance Depart¬ 
ment, are required before any 
rate changes are approved. 

Blue Cross claims that 
commercial insurers have 
been “cherry-picking” — tar¬ 
geting low-risk customers by 
offering lower premiums, 
while leaving high-risk 
groups to the financially 
strapped insurer. 

Repeated attempts at pass¬ 
ing state legislation to regu¬ 
late the practice have failed 
because of intense lobbying 
from commercial insurers. 
Blue Cross Chairman Albert 
Cardone said. 

“We’re not happy to do 
this,” Cardone said of the pro¬ 
posals. 

As he spoke, a number of 
AIDS activists wearing white 
masks held up a large banner 
that read, “Insurance discrim¬ 
ination kills people with 
AIDS.” Hung from the

The Numbers Game

A few centuries ago the 
border between Rus¬ 
sia and Poland was 
constantly changing, 
following the fortunes of war 
and conquest. According to an 
ancient Botkin family joke, a 
young Russian boy runs 
home after word of a major 
Polish victory yelling, “Mom¬ 
ma, momma, we’re not in 
Russia anymore, we’re in 
Poland!’’ TTie mother raises 
her arms in praise and de¬ 
clares: “Thank God! I couldn’t 
stand another Russian win¬ 
ter!” 

Did anyone rejoice so at 
word that the federal govern¬ 
ment was redefining AIDS to 
include HlVers with less than 
200 T-cells? If they did, their 
joy was every bit as misguid¬ 
ed as that of the Russian (Pol¬ 
ish?) mother. 

The official definition of 
AIDS has always been a mat¬ 
ter of controversy. In general, 
to be an official PWA you 
must have had one of the 
heavy-duty opportunistic in¬ 
fections, such as Kaposi’s sar¬ 
coma, Pneumocystis carinii 
pneumonia or toxoplasmosis, 
as well as testing HIV posi¬ 
tive. 

This allows for some strik¬ 
ing anomalies. Many official 
PWAs, having survived a 
brief bout with one of the 
OIs, are in fact in fine health. 
On the other hand, large 
numbers of HIVers manage 
to get to death’s door (and, in¬ 
deed, beyond) without ever 
qualifying as a full-fledged 
“person with AIDS.” 

More recently, the official 
definition has been criticized 
for unfairly excluding wom¬ 
en, because many gynecolog¬ 
ical symptoms aren’t counted 
in determining HIVers’ dis- 
e£ise status. 

The latest proposed revi¬ 
sion does lip service to these 
objections without really 
changing the basic convoluted 
structure of the definition of 
“AIDS.” It merely broadens 
the criteria a little bit. But 
even this minor change has 
sent surprisingly large shock 
waves through the HIV, social 
service and medical commu¬ 
nities; for whatever reason, 
these numbers games mean a 
lot. 

Count My Symptoms 

I suppose the change 
could, finally, clarify my own 
somewhat vague status. By 
the new rules I would qualify 
as an honest-to-goddess PWA, 
whereas my official classifica¬ 
tion is debatable. 

When I was first diag¬ 


nosed, in 1988, I should have 
qualified for an “AIDS” label 
on the basis of my drastic 
weight loss (25 pounds in one 
month). Since I couldn’t docu¬ 
ment my “pre-morbid” 
weight, I had to settle for the 
lesser definition of “AIDS re¬ 
lated complex,” which made 
getting benefits significantly 
harder. 

Nor was the federal gov¬ 
ernment the only one who 
scrutinized my disease-status 
claims. When I first showed 
up at the AIDS/ARC support 
group in Orange County, its 
established members grilled 
me on my qualifications. 

The definition of ARC is 
even more slippery than that 
of AIDS. Consensus among 
that group was to follow “the 
rule of two plus two”: both 
two lab symptoms and two 
clinical symptoms were re¬ 
quired to be acknowledged as 
a bona fide “PWARC” (i,e., 
person with AIDS-related 
complex), and thus gain entry 
into the support group. 

My figures passed muster: 
I was HIV positive (one lab 
point) and had less than 100 
T-cells (the second lab point). 
I’d lost weight and had 
thrush, fatigue and night 
sweats, for no less than four 
clinical symptoms. I was ac¬ 
cepted into the fraternity 
without further ado. 

Is it odd that pariahs like 
HIVers should defend our 
stigmatized turf? Perhaps. 
But you shouldn’t underesti¬ 
mate the importance of an 
identity, even one as appar¬ 
ently negative as “PWA.” 

WelUntentioned Info 

Of course, not everyone is 
exactly excited about the 
prospect of qualifying as a 
PWA. Some people fear that 
reclassifying thousands of 
HIVers as PWAs will lead to 
a significant increase in cinxi- 
ety and mental distress. 

An acquaintance of mine, a 
social worker at a hospital 
that handles large numbers of 
HIVers, recently encountered 
this. He was talking with an 
HIVer who was being re¬ 
leased after treatment for 
toxo. When he asked the guy 
how he felt about being a 
PWA, the patient coldly de¬ 
nied this status. 

My friend called the doctor 
involved, who told him that, 
no, he hadn’t told the patient 
about his change in status 
and, yes, he often withheld 
this information from people 
he felt “couldn’t handle it.” 
Far from apologizing for 
keeping his patients in the 
dark, he yelled at my friend 
for spilling the beans! 


If doctors CcUi lie about the 
meaning of OIs, certainly they 
can lie just as easily about the 
meaning of having less than 
200 T-cells. But I’ve always 
questioned the value of such 
well-intentioned misinforma¬ 
tions. The doctor who denied 
my “AIDS” status in 1988 
thought he was doing me a fa¬ 
vor by shielding my presum¬ 
ably fragile psyche from that 
grim diagnosis, although he 
was actually creating major 
hassles for me by screwing up 
my benefit status. 

The CDC estimates that 
about 150,000 HIVers will 
graduate to PWA status as a 
result of the change, but (as 
they told my colleague Dave 
Gilden) “that at least half of 
them won’t know it” and thus 
will continue in presumably 
blissful ignorance. 

Bandaids on Bullet Holes 

The definition change 
clearly means more to the 
bean counters than it does to 
the medicos. Accepting the 
less-than-200-T-cell crowd as 
PWAs won’t change anyone’s 
health, but it will radically al¬ 
ter the meaning of AIDS 
statistics. 

It probably won’t change 
the benefits most people get, 
though. Currently, a person 
with “AIDS” is automatically 
classified as “disabled” by the 
federal government, while a 
mere PWARC has to prove 
their case to get disability 
benefits. 

But the federal govern¬ 
ment has announced that this 
rule is changing, too, and that 
soon PWAs will have to 
demonstrate disability just as 
PWARCs do now. A typical 
federal maneuver; what the 
right hand gives, the left hand 
takes away. 

So if you were planning to 
stop taking your meds until 
your T-cell count dropped 
low enough to get you on dis¬ 
ability, don’t bother. You 
have to be pretty twisted to 
outdo the federal government 
at these games. 

As Bandaid-on-bullet hole 
solutions go, the new defini¬ 
tion actually isn’t too bad. 
The federal government was 
clearly not ready to do a ma¬ 
jor overall of AIDS criteria, 
however much this is needed. 
It was 2 ilso unwilling to add 
gynecological symptoms to 
the list of OIs to make it eas¬ 
ier for women to qualify as 
PWAs, probably out of Rea- 
ganesque disdain for “affirma¬ 
tive action”, or “special favors” 
to oppressed minorities. 

Still, it was clear that some 
change had to be made if the

Free Drug 
Program 

RESEARCH TRIANGLE 
PARK, N.C (UPI) - Pharma¬ 
ceutical maker Burroughs- 
Wellcome Co. announced 
Sept. 10 it had expanded a 
program to provide free 
AIDS-fighting drugs to pa¬ 
tients who cannot afford the 
medications on their own. 

The program provides 
vouchers to patients infected 
with the human immunodefi¬ 
ciency virus indicating the 
presence of AIDS in a person. 

The company said the pro¬ 
gram could provide up to $10 
million a year in free 
medicines. 

The vouchers may be used 
at most pharmacies to obtain 
Burroughs-Wellcome 
medicines, the company said. 

Included in the program 
are the drugs Retrovir, also 
known as AZT, and Septra, 
Zovirax and Daraprim. 

Septra has proven to be 
the most effective drug 
against pneumocystis carinii 
pneumonia, a leading killer of 
PWAs. The other medications 
are treatments for so-called 
opportunistic infections. 

AZT, approved by the gov¬ 
ernment for use against AIDS 
in 1987, has proven effective 
at slowing the disease. But 
Burroughs-Wellcome has 
come under fire from AIDS 
activists for the high prices 
set for AZT. ▼

New Animal Model to Test AIDS Drugs 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Experimental drugs to fight the 
AIDS virus can now be tested using a mouse implanted 
with a cat’s immune system, scientists said Sept. 7. The 
newly developed laboratory process could dramatically re¬ 
duce the cost of drug research and mcike such research pos¬ 
sible in labs unable to handle larger animals now used for 
AIDS drug study, they said. “It would be very much less ex¬ 
pensive, and it will be much more accessible — we’ll have 
many more labs that can work with this model,” said Dr. 
Wayne Thompkins, a researcher at North Carolina State 
University in Raleigh, N.C Scientists now test potential 
anti-AIDS drugs using monkeys or mice infected with the 
fatal human virus. These new models, known as SCID-fe 
mice, enable effective experimentation without the danger 
of exposing lab workers to the AIDS virus, Thompkins 
said. He also said the cost would be dramatically lower than 
the present tens of thousands of dollars required for early 
euiimal experiments using trial AIDS treatments. The 
SCID-fe model was developed using immune system cells 
taken from cats and implanted into mice born without a 
functioning immune system, establishing cats’ immune sys¬ 
tem in the mice, Thompkins said. The mice are then inject¬ 
ed with feline immunodeficiency virus, the cat version of 
the human virus that causes AIDS. The feline virus is simi¬ 
lar to the human virus but is not dangerous to humans, he 
said. Once the mice are infected, researchers can test exper¬ 
imental anti-viral drugs, Thompkins said, noting that anti- 
AIDS drugs have the same effect on the feline virus as they 
have on the human immunodeficiency virus or HIV. 

Ryan White Grave Vandals May Pay 

NOBLE^VILLE, Ind. (UPI) — A juvenile prosecutor said he 
will ask a judge to order two youths to pay for repairs to 
AIDS victim Ryan White’s tombstone, which they vandal¬ 
ized. N 2 unes of the youngsters were not released. Prosecu¬ 
tor Gary Lamey said the pair toppled the marker the night 
of July 6-7 at the Cicero Cemetery. White was 18 when he 
died April 8, 1990, after gaining worldwide recognition for 
his fight against the discrimination leveled at people with 
acquired immuno deficiency syndrome. Lamey said Ryan’s 
mother, Jeanne V^ite, has said the repairs will cost about 
$2,300. 

Patients of HIV-i- Doctor Test Negative 

PITTSBURGH (UPI) - Health officials said Sept. 5 they 
had found no evidence of infection among patients of a for¬ 
mer Pittsburgh physician who has tested positive for the 
AIDS virus. About 120 people were tested after it was re¬ 
vealed in July that Dr. Edward Rozar is infected with the 
AIDS virus. The former hecu*t surgeon at Allegheny Gener¬ 
al Hospital has not developed AIDS symptoms but has giv¬ 
en up surgery. He now lives in Marshfield, Wis. Allegheny 
County Health Department spokesman Guillermo Cole said 
the testing in Pittsburgh had been completed and that the 
results were consistent with other “look-back” testing of 
AIDS-infected health-care professionals. Rozar has said he 
believed he acquired the infection while working at AGH in 
1985 and 1986. He later worked at two West Virginia hospi¬ 
tals. He tested positive for the AIDS virus during a physical 
examination in 1989.

may have difficulty with the 
new mandate because of “cul¬ 
tural background” 

However, activists general¬ 
ly viewed the AI move as a 
major step in fighting govern¬ 
ment anti-lesbian/gay oppres¬ 
sion on an international level. 

In a telephone interview 
from its headquarters in Lon¬ 
don, AI press spokesman Der¬ 
rick McGuinness told the Bay 
Area Reporter, “It’s really a 
great relief to us to finely 
have this mandate. We’ve 
known for some time that ho¬ 
mosexuals suffer systematic 
political repression in many 
parts of the world, including 
some Western nations. But 
with AI’s structure requiring 
agreement among all our AI 
sections before the mandate 
can be changed, we have 
been able to do very little in 
this area.” 

McGuinness cautioned, 
however, that there will prob¬ 
ably be “adjustment difficul¬ 
ties” in putting the expanded 
AI mandate into effect initisd- 
ly. “As you doubtless already 
know, some Amnesty sections 
have resisted adopting this 
mandate in the p 2 ist, and we 
might expect some to have 
adjustment difficulties be¬ 
cause of the differences in 
how homosexuality is seen in 
different cultures throughout 
the world. AI cannot be insen¬ 
sitive to those cultural differ¬ 
ences. But clearly Amnesty 
International has now recog¬ 
nized sexual orientation as a 
fundamental human right to 
which we must respond.”

Now on to phase 
two — supplying Amnesty In¬ 
ternational with the names of 
homosexual prisoners.” 

Expanding the mandate to 
include sexual orientation 
was first raised by the Danish 
AI in 1974 and has been regu¬ 
larly proposed since then, 
mainly by various European 
and North American AI sec¬ 
tions. 

But a number of AI divi¬

and Africa have always 
blocked adoption of the 
broader mandate in the past. 

Before the new mandate 
was adopted, AI had in fact 
begun slowly changing its 
definition of who it considers 
“prisoners of conscience” to 
include activists jailed for ad¬ 
vocating lesbia^gay rights 
anywhere in the world, but 
this limited support often 
amounted to little in practical 
terms, international rights ac¬ 
tivists say. 

Because AI’s mandate 
didn’t include sexual orienta¬ 
tion and behavior, activists 
could be arrested on sexual 
cheu'ges or, as in China and 
the Soviet Union, sent to 
mental institutions for 
“reconditioning” without any 
international sanctions. 

More recently, activists 
and human rights groups 
stepped up their pressure on 
AI to include sexual orienta¬ 
tion in its mandate more di¬ 
rectly. AI-USA had already 
agreed that the internationd 
group’s mandate should be 
expanded. 

Cosette Thompson, direc¬ 
tor of AI’s San Francisco of¬ 
fice, said recently, “We share 
the frustration at worldwide 
abuses ageiinst lesbians and 
gay men that are ignored and 
are deeply committed to an 
expanded mandate.” 

During AI’s Yokohama 
conference, members of 
Queer Planet chained them¬ 
selves to the doors of AI’s In¬ 
ternational Headquarters in 
London, and the activist 
group provided posters and 
literature to OCCUR, the 
Tokyo lesbian/gay rights 
group, which took the les- 
bian/gay rights presence to 
the very doorstep of the con¬ 
ference in Japan. ^

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Confusion Surrounds Programs 
Dealing with Boy Scouts

Discussion of a resolution by 
San Francisco school board 
member Tom Ammiano con¬ 
cerning the Boy Scouts comes 
amid considerable confusion 
over the nature of existing pro¬ 
grams and a new program 
touted by the United Way as

“open to all Bay Area youth.” 

Support for Ammiano’s 
resolution, which directs the 
superintendent to assure that 
all outside organizations that 
conduct in-school programs do 
not discriminate, appears to 
have weakened since the 
United Way of the Bay Area 
last month applauded the 
Scouts’ new Learning for Life 
program as a “major step” 
toward easing Scouting’s anti¬ 
gay policies. 

Superintendent Ramon Cor- 
tines, whom Ammiano in¬ 
dicated was in support of his 
resolution a month ago, said 
last week he was less opposed 


to the In-School Scouting pro¬ 
gram continuing, in light of 
“significant” recent com¬ 
promises by the Boy Scouts. 

“It’s a good program, very 
beneficial for the students, 
especially disadvantaged 
ones,” Cortines said. 

School board member Fred 
Rodriguez said he’s concerned 
about the resolution “singling 
out the Boy Scouts,” and 
“whether the intention is to 
correct anything actually oc¬ 
curring in the school district, 
or to punish Boy Scouts na¬ 
tionally by denying their ser¬ 
vices to 9,000 inner-city kids” 
in San Francisco schools. 

But the Boy Scouts of 
America have made it clear 
that the Learning for Life pro¬ 
gram is not a compromise in 
response to recent scrunity of 
Boy Scout policies excluding 
homosexuals, girls and 
atheists from membership and 
volunteer leadership posts, 
posts. 

“We don’t want this to be 
viewed as a knee-jerk reaction 
by the Boy Scouts of America 
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to pressures by special interest 
groups,” said Marty Cuttrone, 
field services director for the 
Boy Scouts’ San Francisco Bay 
Council. 

He noted that Learning for 
Life, which is based on ex¬ 
isting In-School Scouting, has 
been in the planning stages for 
at least three years, and that 
there is no change in national 
Boy Scout policies. 

BSA program documents in¬ 
dicate that neither gay nor 
atheist adults would be allow¬ 
ed to teach Learning for Life 
segments or otherwise assist in 
the program, even though gay, 
female and atheist students 
would not be excluded from 
activities. 

“The local leadership of all 
programs,” said a Learning for 
Life outline obtained by the 
B.A.R., “must adhere to the 
‘Standards of Leadership’ of 
the Boy Scouts of America.” 

According to Boy Scout of¬ 
ficials, nearly two dozen San 
Francisco and Oakland 
elementary schools zuid high 
schools have scout programs in 
the classrooms, in which paid 
scout leaders teach both out¬ 


door skills and urban skills, 
such as cooking and safety for 
kids home alone. Learning for 
Life would also include 
segments on values and ethics. 

Gay activists called Learn¬ 
ing for Life ‘’second-class” to 
traditional Scout programs, 
and said it does not represent 
any meaningful shift in Boy 
Scout policies. 

Rob Birle, co-chair of the 
Contra Costa Alliance of Gay 
and Lesbian Organizations, 
which has been pressuring the 
United Way of the Bay Area to 
stop funding the Boy Scouts, 
called the United Way “in¬ 
credibly stupid” for throwing 
itself back into the middle of 
the controversy by embracing 
the Learning for Life program. 

Birle said scouting’s anti-gay 
message, whether subliminal 
or overt, “reinforces the im¬ 
pression that (young gays and 
lesbians) are not as good as 
their peers, that they need to 
remain in the closet. The nega¬ 
tive impact is being felt by 
these kids.” 

It was apparently the United 
Way of the Bay Area which 
convinced local Boy Scout of¬ 
ficials to tout the new program. 
During negotiations with the 
Boy Scouts’ Mt. Diablo Coun¬ 
cil, said a United Way official, 
scout leaders mentioned Lear¬ 
ning for Life as a new program 


in their area that would be 
open to eill school pupils. 

“We said, ‘Look, this is the 
solution to your problem,’ ” 
United Way-Bay Area spokes¬ 
man John Stafford said. 

The United Way then got the 
Mt. Diablo council to write a 
letter about the program, 
which the United Way quickly 
followed up with a new release 
“applauding” Learning for 
Life. 

“We needed to find some 
common ground,” said Staf¬ 
ford, who notes that the huge 
charity is between a rock and 
a hard place trying to satisfy 
both gay or gay-supportive 
donors as well as Boy Scout 
supporters. 

The United Way’s annual 
fundraising drive begins today. 

It’s unclear whether United 
Way officials were aware that 
In-School Scouting, upon 
which Learning for Life is 
based, was already in place in 
San Francisco and Oakland 
public schools. 

The United Way of the Bay 
Area has embarked on a pro¬ 
-am to more than quintuple 
its funding of gay and lesbian 
service agencies over the next 
five years. It is also one of the 
few, if not the only. United Way 
chapters in the country whose 
non-discrimination policy in¬ 
cludes sexual orientation. ▼

school programs to discrimi¬ 
nate on the basis of race, reli¬ 
gion, gender or sexual orien¬ 
tation. 

Gays and lesbians are pro¬ 
hibited from membership or 
leadership positions in the or¬ 
ganization. 

According to gay activist 
John Woods, the group’s in¬ 
school scouting program also 
teaches children attending 
public schools to “beweu-e of 
homosexuals because they 
might be molested or catch 
AIDS.” 

“There’s a difference be¬ 
tween homosexuals and pe¬ 
dophiles,” said Ken Allen, a 
spokesman for the BSA’s San 
Francisco regional chapter. 
“We’ve always recognized 
that.” 

Allen told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the BSA does 
teach young people to be 
aware of pedophiles but 
doesn’t have any programs 
about sexuality. 


Allen is aware that 
the BSA has failed to provide 
detailed copies of the curricu¬ 
lum to publicly elected school 
board members, including 
Ammiano. 

“It’s odd. The curriculum 
is readily available from the 
teachers. Can’t some of them 
talk to individual teachers who 
have the programs going on?” 
he asked. 

Allen said that the in¬ 
school scouting program 
“used the same attendance 
standards” that schools use. 

“It’s their problem. Why 
don’t they come out with 
their curriculum? I’m not con¬ 
vinced that everything they 
say to students is available to 
teachers,” Woods said. 

The resolution under con¬ 
sideration by the Board of 
Education notes that both the 
National Education Associa¬ 
tion and the American Feder¬ 
ation of Teachers have anti- 
discrimination policies and 
that the NEA banned the 
group from participating at 
the recent national conven¬ 
tion. 

Allen said that if ^y ac¬ 
tivists from Queer Nation and 
other groups wanted to serve 


youth, they could start their 
own programs and stop ha¬ 
rassing the BSA. He said the 
issue W 21 S not about serving 
youth, it was about political 
agendas. 

“If the purpose is to serve 
youth, what’s to stop them 
from starting their own pro¬ 
gram? Instead they are trying 
to impose their will on an or¬ 
ganization in violation of our 
constitutional rights,” Allen 
said. 

“We have plenty of organi¬ 
zations serving the youth of 
our community. They don’t 
have access to public schools, 
they are not chartered by 
Congress, they also don’t get 
money from United Way,” 
Woods said. 

He said the Scouts have a 
history of discrimination and 
cited segregation of Africein- 
Anflerican youth into their 
own troops. 

“They should be repudiat¬ 
ed and exposed for what they 
are,” Woods said. “It’s a very 
discriminatory organization, 
very Christiaui.” 

Among those who will tes¬ 
tify about BSA discrimination 
will be people of color, gays 
and atheists. ▼

tant TB occurs when lack of 
proper medical follow-up 
causes those with active TB 
to fail to take the complete 
nine-month multidrug thera¬ 
py. The TB bacterium be¬ 
comes dormant in these peo¬ 
ple’s bodies, sometimes flar¬ 
ing up anew later on in a 
drug-resistant form. 

Should the microbe resist 
several drugs at once, it may 
be very difficult to eradicate 
and require special additions 
to the standard treatment 
mixture. A complete cure in 
these cases is not ensured. 

PWAs in particular need 
quick identification of drug 
resistance if rapid, fatal dis¬ 
ease progression is to be 
avoided. The failure to con¬ 
tain the Miami and New 
York outbreaks underlines 
this need. 

According to the federal 
government’s Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control (CDC), three hos¬ 
pitals in New York have not¬ 
ed chains of multidrug-resis¬ 
tant TB among their patients. 
This development followed 
an outbreak in a Miami hospi¬ 
tal that began in 1988 and is 
now apparently extinguished 
due to the imposition of strict 
infection control procedures. 

The strains of TB held 
their own against as many as 
four of the standard anti-TB 
drugs. In all, 147 patients at 
the four hospitals were in¬ 
volved in the episodes, includ¬ 
ing 141 infected with HIV. 

Nearly all of the HIV-posi¬ 
tive patients had already been 
diagnosed with AIDS, and 
they progressed to active TB 
within weeks of being infect¬ 
ed with tuberculosis bacteria. 
At least 42 deaths were at¬ 
tributed to the TB strains, 
with many other people with 
AIDS dying within a few 
weeks or months of their TB 
diagnosis. 

CDC investigators found 
that the hospitals had several 
failings that engendered these 
outbreaks. Diagnosis of some 
patients was delayed because 
standard tests for TB fre¬ 
quently are inconclusive in 
TB-infected HIVers. And 
then, drug resistance tests 
took eight weeks to six 
months to complete, delaying 
proper treatment response, 
sometimes until after patients 
died. 

Late diagnosis led to a lack 
of isolation for those with TB, 
who were left in wards with 
other highly susceptible AIDS 
patients. When fineilly put in 
special isolation rooms, prop¬ 
er precautions still were not 
followed, the CDC observed. 
Doors were left open, man¬ 
dated masks were not worn 
by patients leaving their 
rooms or hospital staff euid 
visitors entering them, and in 
all hospitals, germ-laden air 
from the rooms circulated 
into hallways instead of being 
pumped to the outside. 

In arguing that hospitals 
were moving to improve their 
response to tuberculosis, espe¬ 
cially in those co-infected 
with HIV, Carolyn Yordan of 
the Greater New York Hospi¬ 
tal Association said, “A lot of 
time has elapsed since some 
of these cases were found. 
There is now a tremendous 
awareness of the situation.” 

Improvements include 
greater suspicion of TB in in¬ 
dividuals with ambiguous 
symptoms and changes in iso¬ 
lation procedures, she said. 
There have also been training 
sessions to teach health-care 
workers how to protect them¬ 
selves, although the problem 
of constant personnel changes 
complicates education efforts. 


At the New York City 
Health Department, 

spokeswomen Margaret 
I^anjai stressed the need for 
increasing the federal TB pre¬ 
vention budget. “TB is on the 
rise nationally, not just in 
New York and Miami,” she 
said. “The $12 million the fed¬ 
eral government devotes to 
TB is completely inadequate. 
We could spend that much in 
this city alone.” 

Because of the time drug- 
resistance tests take, it is un¬ 
clear whether the outbreeiks 
have been contained at all the 
hospitals. It is also unknown 
how common the strains £u-e 
outside the hospitals. At this 
time the CDC is surveying 
drug resistance in New 
York’s TB-infected population 
as a whole. It expects to issue 
a report on the results in the 
next several months. ▼

protesters’ necks were signs 
with the names of company 
officers and their salaries. 

“We’re not paying for your 
bloated salary and your cor¬ 
rupt HMOs,” said Bob Raf- 
sky, a member of ACT UP, 


donning a sign reading “Al¬ 
bert Cardone, $540,000.” 
“Spare us your false compas¬ 
sion,” he said. 

Rafsky, who said he is 
HIV positive, later told re¬ 
porters that if the rate hikes 
are implemented he would be 
forced to pay in excess of 
$10,000 in yearly premiums. 

Charges of waste pervaded 
the hearings. 

U.S. Rep. James Scheuer, a 
Democrat, accused Cardone 
of nearly tripling his own 
sala^ during his tenure as 
chairman. 

“Almost a tripling in salary 
in a five-year period. Maybe 
that’s non-profit by someone 
else’s definition; not by 
mine,” Scheuer said. 

“I don’t know why ... Mr. 
Cardone thinks he’s worth 
three times what the presi- 
I dent of the United States is 
making,” he added. “A dollar 
spent in salaries is a dollar 
not spent in health care.” Lob¬ 
byists for the chronically ill 
made a plea for compassion. 

“The group you abuse is 
the one most vulnerable and 
frightened,” said Bonnie 
Feuerstein, representing Sick 
People Need Insurance. “Stop 
punishing people who made 
the terrible mistake of becom¬ 
ing ill.” 

Consumer Protection 
Board Chief Richard Kessel 


accused Blue Cross of wasting 
$114 million in administrative 
costs and challenged the in¬ 
surer to allow the state to 
conduct an independent finan¬ 
cial audit. 

Assemblyman Howard 
Lasher, a Democrat, said if 
the two-tier rate proposal was 
implemented. Blue Cross 
would “become no better 
than the cherry-pickers” who 
they blcune for their prob¬ 
lems. ▼

diagnosis was going to be 
kept around at 2 ill. In many 
ways, this was both the small¬ 
est and the biggest change 
they could get away with; 
anything less wouldn’t have 
been enough, and anything 
more would have revealed 
just how irrational the whole 
system is. 

It is worth noting, howev¬ 
er, that the federal govern¬ 
ment’s definition of AIDS is 
already pretty widely ignored. 
In non-industrialized coun¬ 
tries, where the cost of even a 
simple HFV test is prohibitive, 
most AIDS diagnoses are 
based purely on clinical 
symptoms. And it’s been a 
long time since I’ve seen a re- 


seeu-ch protocol that recruited 
on the basis of such vague ti¬ 
tles as “AIDS” or “ARC”

I f Hollywood suddenly 
acknowledges a solid 
market for well-made 
gay films in the next 
few years, among the 
folks we might be thanking 
for the turnaround is mini-dis¬ 
tributor Strand Releasing’s 
Marcus Hu. The 28-year-old 
Hu’s company, which in¬ 
cludes former Strand Theatre 
owner Mike Thomas and Jon 
Gerrans, an associate from 
Hu’s days at Vestron Pictures, 
got off the ground aTew years 
ago with the purchase of the 
late Philippine director Lino 
Brocka’s Macho Dancer. 

“For $5,000, which I bor¬ 
rowed from my mom,” Hu 
says about the film, which 
still gets bookings and has 
grossed $300,000 to date. 

Since then the trio has ac¬ 
quired such homo-tinged titles 
as Emmett Lewis’ The Natu¬ 
ral History of Parking Lots, 
Gregg Araki’s Three Bewil¬ 
dered People in the Night 
and Long Weekend OT)e- 
spair, Jochen Hick’s Via Ap- 
pia and Bruce LaBruce’s No 
Skin Off My Ass, as well as 
works by Raul Ruiz, Nina 
Menkes, Jon Jost and other in¬ 
dependents. (Among the lat¬ 
ter, Hu is particularly high on 
Ruiz’s The Golden Boat, 
which will be released this 
fall.) The company is produc¬ 
ing Araki’s latest, the “gay 
road picture” The Living 
End, and has acquired the 
rights to Dennis Cooper’s 
novel. Frisk. 

Enterprising and outspo¬ 
ken — he professes to “hate” 
his best friend Araki’s Long 
Weekend (“and you can print 
that”), and says he couldn’t 
stand Torch Song Trilogy 
(“the thought of Harvey Fier- 
stein kissing Matthew Broder¬ 


ick makes me want to vomit”)

Our 
strategy is this: You find 
films that can get a lot of pub¬ 
licity. That’s free advertising. 
We can’t afford to buy a small 
‘reminder’ ad, but we’ll get 
write-ups for our movies be¬ 
cause of the topics — and the 
photos.”

Film Distributor 
Marcus Hu 
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Reveal the Temper 
Of Various Times 
For Gay 

Lyricists/Composers

R epresentation on 
Broadway of gay 
men and their lives is 
rare, but rarer still is 
that depiction by a gay au¬ 
thor. To varying degrees of 
revelation and insight, recent 
recordings of worl^ by three 
gay lyricist/composers reflect 
the temper of their times and 
how tempered by their times 
the artists themselves may be. 
Spanning the decades from 
right now until way back 
then, we find William Finn 
not always believable yet 
touching, Stephen Sondheim 
oblique and dazzling, and 
Marc Blitzstein dynamite di¬ 
rect in melody and heartfelt 
address. 

William Finn’s Falset- 
toland, which ran last season 
off-Broadway, is the final in¬ 
stallment of a trio of shows 
about Marvin, who came out 
in In Trousers and found a 
lover, left his wife, and ex¬ 
plained all to his kid in the 
ground-breaking (for its main¬ 
stream popularity) March of 
the Falsettos. The most im¬ 
mediately accessible of the 
shows, Falsettoland has re¬ 
ceived a sterling recording on 
the DRG label — the entire 
score done with brilliant 
sound. It’s very theatrical. 

Musical Accompaniment 

Finn’s cast albums are nev¬ 
er as good as the shows they 
document; much of the time 
Finn’s ping-pongy music 
seems to be merely a musical 
accompaniment for James 
Lapine’s staging. This music 
must be seen to be fully un¬ 
derstood. 

Listen to the relentlessly 
cheery lesbian caterer in 
Falsettoland, for instance, 
and you may gag — unless you 
know that the other charac¬ 
ters are reacting with disbe¬ 
lief. And it’s easy to miss the 
real action which takes place 
on the sidelines of “The Base¬ 
ball Game,” which bats music 
around during a Little 
League game; you’ve got to 
listen closely to be touched by 
the reunion of two estranged 
lovers which takes place dur¬ 
ing the game. 

You may also resist the 
pre-fab feeling in the charac¬ 
ters, their wholesome yuppie 
middle-class smugness. 
Falsettoland’s appeal to a 
mainstream audience is obvi¬ 
ous, heavy; the queer quotient 
is too low for it to have been 
written with the contempo¬ 
rary gay community in mind. 
Still, if you accept the ping

Theatre Rhino's 'Home Visit' 

Kitchen Play 
Extraordinaire 


by Deborah Peifer 

F amily plays are tricky 
— too little realism, 
and the situations and 
characters are not be¬ 
lievable; too much realism, 
and the piece is simply not in¬ 
teresting. Lauren Cuttler’s 
new play. Home Visit, which 
premiered at Theatre Rhino 
this week, walks that difficult 
line with extraordinary skill. 

This is a f 2 unily play that is 
consistently engaging, indeed, 
fascinating. With exquisite at¬ 
tention to detail, and especial¬ 
ly the details of home. Cut- 
tier gives us a picture of a 
very specific family that be¬ 
comes, in its specificity, all of 
our families. 

Judith makes a Home Visit 
to her childhood home to see 
her parents, Bernie and Ethel. 
She’s broken up, again, 
maybe, with her lover. Ruby 
(“I knew she was trouble,” 
Bernie says. ‘‘The third or 
fourth time you two broke up 
I said to your mother, ‘She’s 
trouble’ ”), and wants to un¬ 
derstand how her parents 
have stayed together for so 
many years. She remembers 
terrible fights and tears, 
locked doors and yelling, yet 
her parents have remained 
united; she and Ruby fight 
and break up with painful 
regularity. 

But there is more going 
on. Bernie has been de¬ 
pressed — so depressed, in 
fact, that Ethel has asked Ju¬ 
dith to come home to discov¬ 
er the cause. Bernie has given 
up on life; a recurrence of 


cancer, the thought of 
chemotherapy, new pains that 
are harbingers of greater pain 
to come are more than he can 
face. He wants to fade away 
and has begun the process of 
letting go. 

Home Visit addresses the 
right to die, as well as the 
obligation to live, with hon¬ 
esty, warmth and an all-too- 
human blundering that is 
both touching and sometimes 
painfully, sometimes hilari¬ 
ously funny. 

This is not a play about is¬ 
sues, though. Home Visit is a 
picture of a family, not a cri¬ 
sis, and the picture includes 
little moments as well as 
large emotions. Yes, Bernie 
has cancer, but Ethel still 
plays Scrabble like a shark 
and Judith still knows her 
way to the refrigerator. 

Necessary Stuff 

Kitchen play is a phrase 
that tends to be used as a pe¬ 
jorative — kitchens are tradi¬ 
tionally women’s space, after 
all, and surely nothing impor¬ 
tant can happen there. But we 
know better, don’t we? We 
know that important emo¬ 
tions are revealed, vital sto¬ 
ries are told, necessary stuff is 
said, around a kitchen table. 
In Ethel’s kitchen, we learn 
much about this family and 
about ourselves. 

I hardly know whether to 
praise the acting or the direct¬ 
ing first, so I’ll begin by talk¬ 
ing about Steven Patterson, 
who figures in both cate¬ 
gories. Director Patterson, 


Madcap Killian

S tyle was everything in 
the bordering-on-bril- 
liant world premiere of 
Kevin Killian’s The 
House of Forks Sept. 1. For 
a mere single performance at 
The Lab, Killian’s devil-may- 
care frothings spewed with 
near madcap abandon and 
risque precision. One breath¬ 
lessly awaits their return. 

This fruity brew is in the 
grand, greasepaint tradition of 
Charles Ludlam’s Theater of 
the Ridiculous and the even 
earlier routs of Ronnie 
Tavel’s scripts for Warhol 
Productions (i.e.. The Life of

Juanita Castro). The pivot 
turns in cill these instances on 
the comings and goings, cur¬ 
tain partings and flailings, of 
a nubile and motley batch of 
questionable (and questioning) 
strivers after the elusive and 
seemingly omnipotent Power 
that’s at stake. 

Too, Poets’ Theatre pio¬ 
neers Eileen Corder and Nick 
Robinson, whose disjointed 
yet startling efforts at Theater 
Artaud with plays by Steve 
Benson, Kit Robinson, Carla 
Harryman and Alan Bern- 
heimer, also left their mark 
on this current project. 

Style Is Everything 

‘‘Real life” personages vie 
with hoi polloi figures on the 
common ground of who can 
talk their way to the top of 
the heap. But style really is 
everything here, and Killian’s 
bon mots carry the day. And 
the few forked-tongue groan- 
ers are almost welcome in 
their cle£U’ing the air of al¬ 
most too much delight. 

Don’t ask me what it was 
‘‘about” plotwise: I couldn’t 
wipe the smile off my face 
during the piece’s brisk hour 
long enough to figure it all 
out. It was a deligjit nonethe¬ 
less. 

There’s certainly room for 
improvement if future mount¬ 
ings loom. We could all bear 
to part with the distracting vi- 
su^s of the players constantly 
holding their scripts, like a 
(Continued on page 44)

owing to unforeseen difficul¬ 
ties, stepped in as actor Pat¬ 
terson, and a mighty step it 
was. 

Patterson, the person, is 
clearly too young to be 
Bernie, but Patterson is able 
to convincingly play Bernie’s 
illness 2 md his despair. It is a 
compelling performance, with 
no hint of whatever panic 
might have occurred when 
the director realized that he 
would have to take over this 
difficult role. Patterson’s di¬ 
rection is also quite fine, with 
movement that is theatriccdly 
charged but grounded in a 
clear realism. 

Luba Blumberg, in a role 
that could become caricature 
with even a whisper of over¬ 
acting, is the loving and infu¬ 
riating Ethel, the mother of 


our nightmares and, some¬ 
times, of our dreams. Her 
genuine bewilderment at 
changing mores (and worse, 
changing language — “Why 
can’t I call Ruby her friend?” 
she wonders) is played with a 
deft touch and a fine sense of 
the comic. 

Alison Wahl is Judith, who 
plays the adult and the hurt 
and hurting child, with great 
skill. All three actors create a 
real sense of family; these are 
people who have shared a lot 
of time, and their familiarity 
with each other is wonderful 
to watch. 

The kitchen in this kitchen 
play is designed by Bill 
Schmidt (is there anything he 
doesn’t do?) with a fine eye 
for the little touches that 
make a set seem to be the 


real thing. Val Von’s cos¬ 
tumes were wonderfully 
evocative of character and 
class. The technical elements 
of the show were for the most 
peirt quite fine — with a minor 
quibble: put more food on 
those plates! Ethel would 
never offer such small por¬ 
tions. 

Home Visit is an outstand¬ 
ing production of a lovely 
script. I was engaged through¬ 
out; indeed, at no moment did 
my attention wander. I met a 
fine and funny family, and 
took them to my heart, and I 
laughed a lot on the way. Not 
a bad way to spend two hours 
in the theatre, not bad at all.

Dean for the Loyalists 


The Unabridged James Dean: His Life and Legacy from A to Z 
by Randall Riese; Contemporary Books, $35

T hough 600-plus pages, 
Randall Riese’s The 
Unabridged James 
Dean is remarkably 
lightweight. After reading this 
compendium of details about 
the star’s life, one winds up 
wanting both more reasoned 
aesthetics and less useless in¬ 
formation. 

The outer jacket threatens 
to reveail the source of Dean’s 
cigarette brand, while inside 
the reader is treated to a list 
of hotels Dean stayed at (the 
YMCA enjoys its own listing 
— under “YJ natch). And his 
cleaners gets a nod (under 
“K” — for the desperate 
among you), with the essen¬ 
tial info that he owed them 
$12.41 when he died. 

I tell you, this tome is 


chockful of steamy stuff, ma¬ 
terial you wouldn’t be able to 
go happy to your grave not 
knowing. Author Riese even 
takes a courageous stand 
against bell bottoms, verily 
sneering his way through a 
paragraph about them as un¬ 
stylish couture. 

Teri Garr deserves a florid 
paragraph on who she is and 
what she’s done because “She 
is a devout James Dean fan.’’ 
Hot diggetty! 

Famed pianist Walter 
Gieseking is here enshrined — 
lest you lapse into believing 
this “dictionary’’ is hopelessly 
lowbrow — as he met Dean 
once. The more interesting 
dirt that Gieseking went out 
of his way to perform for and 
collaborate with the Nazis 
during the war unfortunately 


doesn’t get into print. But 
Dean fan Axl Rose’s question¬ 
able enthusiasms are properly 
taken to t^k, given Dean’s 
sexual proclivities. 

“I’m not going through life 
with one hand tied behind 
my back’’ chortled Dean. Var¬ 
ious shadowy gay lovers are 
profiled — as well as starlets 
Pier Angeli and Ursula An¬ 
dress — with the unyielding 
emphasis put on Dean’s bi¬ 
sexuality. 

But a friend of mine, poet 
Bill Zavatsky, who has been 
spending the last decade writ¬ 
ing a book on Rebel Without 
a Cause, claims to have hard 
evidence that Dean and the 
film’s director, Nick Ray, 
were lovers for a time during 
shooting. Riese doesn’t men¬ 
tion this — another good story 
lost — though from Riese’s ac¬ 
count of Dean leaving the 
film after production begem, 
going off to New York in a 
huff and Ray’s pursuit to woo 
Dean back by becoming 
friends, this kind of pragmatic 
seduction would seem a logi¬ 
cal conclusion. 

Take It From Magoo 

Riese heavily implies that 
Dean directed much of Rebel. 
His evidence?: The testimony 
of Jim Backus — Mr. Magoo! 
When Riese claims that 
Natalie Wood’s bad-girl 
promiscuity was censored in 
the final script, he becomes as 
nearsighted as his mentor Ma¬ 
goo. As anyone who’s seen 
Ray’s film will attest. Wood’s 
Judy is cis racy and sluttish — 
at least initially — as any com¬ 
parable character in a main¬

stream film in the ’50s. 

Even the most casual film 
scholeu" can see visual and the¬ 
matic links between Rebel 
and other key Ray works like 
They Live by Night, On Dan¬ 
gerous Ground, Knock on 
Any Door, Bigger Than Life, 
et al., with their interlocking 
concerns of troubled teens, 
young fugitives, repressive 
bourgeois society. And the 
physicality of staircases, cliffs, 
falls from grace that permeate 
those films are present in 
Rebel. But Riese is so obses¬ 
sive about his idol that he’s 
ready to bestow even the 
most unlikely accomplish¬ 
ments onto Dean’s resume. 

In the Giant section, Riese 
does compel attention with 
his list of competing actors 
for Jett Rink (Dean’s eventual 
part): Jack Balance, Tony 


Quinn, Clark Gable (!), 
Richard Burton, Bob 
Mitchum, Gordon MacRae, 
Jimmy Stewart (!!) and a host 
of others were after the role. 
Talk about the Scarlett 
O’Hara Wars. 

But when Riese writes dis¬ 
paragingly about Giant’s di¬ 
rector George Stevens (he and 
Dean didn’t get along — a car¬ 
dinal sin in Riese’s ideology) 
that “not one (italics his) ac¬ 
tor who ever worked with 
Stevens won an Oscar,” his 
dictionary seems to be on in¬ 
deed dangerous ground. If he 
can’t recall Shelley Winters in 
Stevens’ 1959 The Diary of 
Anne Frank, one wonders 
about other slights, misinfor¬ 
mation, lapses and peccadil¬ 
loes buried within these 
pages. This is for blindly loy¬ 
al Dean freaks. ▼

PBS and ABC Team Up for Tn the Shadow of Love' 

Cautionary HIV Tale for Teens

T he novel collaboration 
of PBS and ABC on a 
drama about AIDS 
aimed at teen-agers 
has produced a fine, caution¬ 
ary tale that is instructive 
without resorting (except per¬ 
haps in its closing shot) to 
scare tactics. In the Shadow 
of Love, produced by WGBH 
in Boston and ABC After¬ 
school Specials, takes pains 
to include a range of teen¬ 
agers with whom those out in 
TV Icuid can identify, and it’s 
hip enough to admit that 
teen-agers do indeed have sex 
and even do drugs. 

You have to like a teen 
show about AIDS for national 
distribution (local screenings 
are Sept. 19 at 3 p.m. on 
KGO and at 8 p.m. on 
KQED) that has one girl tell 
another how to convince her 
naval academy-bound 
boyfriend to wear a condom, 
“You just say, ‘Popeye, no 
one comes aboard without a 
uniform.’ ’’ Writer Gordon 
Rayfleld produces a number 
of moments like this that at 
once educate and defuse the 
mystique of sexuality. 

The point of In the Shad¬ 
ow of Love, and the reason 
for its production, is that for 
many teens the real mysteries 
of sex are related to its conse¬ 
quences rather than the act it¬ 
self. With teens considered to 
be possibly the next major 
group to be infected with 
HIV, the program arrives 
none too soon.

The former’s white, the lat¬ 
ter’s Hispanic, and they in¬ 
stantly and for no apparent 
reason other than their differ¬ 
ing social backgrounds take a 
dislike to each other. 

After kvetching at each 
other for a half-dozen min¬ 
utes, the two agree on doing a 
project on HIV-infected teens, 
one of whom is Lisa’s brother 
Nick. 

Nick is a member of a teen 
support group. When Lisa 
first introduces Katie to the 
group, the aspiring anchor- 
woman freaks out and runs to 
the bathroom, performing the 
obligatory (and admittedly re¬ 
alistic) ritual of washing her 
face and hands that has 
shown up in nearly every 
AIDS film from Artie Bres- 
san’s Buddies to Longtime 
Companion. 

Katie finally overcomes 
her fears, and as the two tape 
the group, a lot of informa¬ 
tion comes out about who’s at 
risk for AIDS, how families 
deal with HIV-infected teens, 
the importance of condoms 
and various strategies for pro¬ 
tecting oneself. 

Wise Little Piece 

In its modest way. In the 
Shadow of Love is a wise lit¬ 
tle piece. 

Miss Polly Purebread, 
Katie, turns out to be having 
sex with her boyfriend 
Wayne. Since they’re both 
supposedly virgins, Katie 
thinks there’s no risk for 
AIDS (she also thinks that the

withdrawal method is fool¬ 
proof contraception). Lisa is 
incredulous at Katie’s naivete 
and after Katie insists thac 
she knows Wayne’s telling 
her the truth about her being 
“the first’’ because boys “al¬ 
ways lie that they aren’t vir¬ 
gins,’’ the more worldly Lisa 
rebuts, “Yeah, to each other, 
but not to us.’’ 

Harvey Fierstein appears 
briefly as a high school coun¬ 
selor who discusses who 
among teens might need to 
be tested, and one of the 
teens in the support group is 
gay, but this is clearly pitched 
at “straight” kids who think 
that only “homos” and drug 
users are at risk. It’s quite 
gay-sensitive in any case. 

Although there are a few 
nettlesome aspects — the dra¬ 
ma is perhaps a bit too eager 
to paint HIV infection as a 
death sentence, eind having 


the just-diagnosed Katie say¬ 
ing, “And since I tested posi¬ 
tive I just feel really sceu’ed,” 
conclude the show seems a 
wrong note — In the Shadow 
of Love is on the balance an 
effective work cuid likely to 
achieve the goal of the HIV- 
infected teens who volun¬ 
teered to talk about their lives 
for Katie and Lisa’s project. 
As their leader puts it, “It’s 
about some other kid out 
there who doesn’t know any¬ 
thing about AIDS or HIV or 
safe sex and finds out about 
us and doesn’t get infected 
and doesn’t go around infect¬ 
ing other kids.” 

PBS has rightfully been 
taking a beating for its timid¬ 
ity over subjects gay and 
AIDS-related, and network 
television has been far too ret¬ 
icent itself. In the Shadow of 
Love is a welcome exception. 


Crisp Direction 

For the most part crisply 
directed by Consuelo Gonza¬ 
lez, In the Shadow of Love 


gets off to an awkward start 
as two girls, Katie and Lisa, 
are thrown together on a high 
school TV journalism project.

Tin Machine II 

David Bowie and his rene¬ 
gade trio of accomplices re¬ 
turn with the sequel to their 
1989 jam session. Where the 
first project was seemingly 
based on being nothing but 
fast and furious, this second 
set is much grander in scale. 

Stcmdout tracks here in¬ 
clude the bluesy “Stateside,”

Crash Test Dummies 
The Ghosts That Haunt 
Me 

This newcomer quartet uti¬ 
lizes mostly acoustic instru¬ 
ments to create a mesmeriz¬ 
ing set of Gk)thic folk music. 
Lead singer Brad Roberts’ 
deep, husky vocals are truly 
hypnotic. 

Theme material on this 
fine debut set ranges from in¬ 
teresting odes such as “Super¬ 
man’s ^ng,” which compares 
the impact that Clark Kent 
had on Americana with 
Tarzan, Lord of the Apes, to 
“Androgynous,” where a cou¬ 
ple named Dick and Jane are 
happily in love with one an¬ 
other and their personsd uni¬ 
sex evolution. The subject 
matter turns serious on such 


cuts as the title track, which 
dares to shake loose some 
closeted skeletons, and on “At 
My Funeral,” where plans for 
the inevitable finale are 
made. Crash Test Dummies 
mcike their Bay Area debut 
appearance Sept. 16 at the 
Great American Music Hall. 

Disco Mix Club 

For those whose dance 
music tastes are more 
globally encompassing and

Volume 2 is our favorite 
and is in danger of being 
worn out. And ^1 because of 
one little song. Remixer 
Steve Anderson has taken 
Mica Paris’ 1988 hit “My One 
Temptation” and refashioned 
it into a beautiful, shuffling, 
finger-snapping number that 
we can’t stop playing. 

Anderson has added a 
wonderful trumpet solo as an 
intro, and then one by one, he 
adds additional instrumenta¬ 
tion that falls into the groove. 
First come the drum beats, 
then a thumping bass, a 


rhythmic tambourine and 
wonderful piano freefalls. At 
this point the original song 
kicks in, the luscious new mu¬ 
sic follows it throughout the 
track, and it all culminates in 
an amazing piece of remix 
work. 

Volume 3 features more ir¬ 
resistible megamixes. The 
“It’s What’s Upfront That 
Counts” mix features current 
hot tracks from Lisa Lisa & 
Cult Jam, C8 bC Music Facto¬ 
ry, Heavy D & The Boyz, Jo- 
manda and Cola Boy. The 
“Boston Boys” megamix spot¬ 
lights cuts from Ralph Tres- 
vant, Bobby Brown, Bel Biv 
Devoe and Johnny Gil.

pong of the score, if you wait 
out the lack of verisimilitude 
in the setup, if you see the 
value in the show reaching 
out to a non-gay audience, 
there are rewards. 

When Marvin’s lover gets 
AIDS, the relentless cheeri¬ 
ness Finn depicts as self-ac¬ 
cepting life in the early ’80s 
drips away to a finale which 
allows Finn the fullest flower¬ 
ing of his skill we’ve yet 
heard — a broadening of emo¬ 
tion and melody. In a striking 
solo, “You Gotta Die Some¬ 
time,” Marvin’s lover tries to 
accommodate the idea of 
death. And you’ll be in or at 
least near tears when the cou¬ 
ple sing a declaration of their 
love in the final duet, “What 
Would I Do?” 

Finn’s previous work, 2 dl 
brittle and skittery, was little 
preparation for the last half of 
Falsettoland. He’s risen to 
the challenge affectingly, with 
artifice dropping away for di¬ 
rect communication made all 
the more memorable in this 
recording by the perfor¬ 
mances of the excellent cast. 

Gay Resonance 

Sondheim: A Musical 
Tribute (a double CD from 
BMG, formerly RCA) isn’t a 
gay musiceil. But this live 
recording of a 1973 all-Sond¬ 
heim concert does contain 
what has always struck me as 
Sondheim’s gay song. 

Written for his first show, 
the unproduced Saturday 
Night, the song “So Many 
People” just has to be about 
two men — although it’s sung 
in this beautiful performance 
by Susan Browning with Jack 
Cassidy. Just listen to its lyrics 


and see if you don’t feel an 
undeniable gay resonance. It’s 
relatively unveiled for a song 
written 30 years ago — oh, if 
only Sondheim would write a 
show with gay characters 
now. 

“So Many People” isn’t a 
one-song standout for Sond¬ 
heim: A Musical Tribute is a 
magnificent concert. Its 
recorded excitement is palpa¬ 
ble; this may be the most ex¬ 
citingly vivid live recording 
since Judy at Carnegie Hall. 

In over 30 numbers, the 
original stars — Rivera, Lans- 
bury, Gingold, Dorothy 
Collins, Alexis Smith, Nancy 
Walker and an imposing ar¬ 
ray too lengthy to list — recre¬ 
ate their hit perforniances. 
The audience goes wild when 
Chita Rivera kicks up her 
heels during “America,” and 
the electricity is stunning 
when Broadway’s greatest di¬ 
vas are introduced during 
“Beautiful Girls.” 

The concert includes songs 
that were previously unused 
and closes with a bit of song 
from Mr. Sondheim himself. 
It’s a knockout evening that is 
a cornerstone for cuiy Broad¬ 
way collection. 

Strong Identification 

A new recording I’m inor¬ 
dinately fond of is Zipperfly 
and Other Songs, an antholo¬ 
gy of Marc Blitzstein’s theatre 
compositions on the Koch la¬ 
bel. Blitzstein was a gay com¬ 
poser and lyricist who is 
largely unknown today, al¬ 
though his works are under¬ 
going a revival. 

Born in 1905, he’s most re-

80th SFSymphony Opener 

A Little Night Music

he San Francisco 
Symphony’s 80th an¬ 
niversary season 
opened last week with 
an elegant gala at Davies 
Hall. The theme of the event 
was “A Little Night Music,” 
and it proved to be a fitting ti¬ 
tle, for the evening was a bit 
short on music but long on 
civilized charm. 

Since the auditorium has 
already undergone some 
structural changes since last 
June — part of a major plan to 
improve sound and audience 
comfort — there was a break 
with one first night tradition. 
The new acoustic canopy 
over the stage makes balloon 
drops or confetti shoots an 
impossibility — instead, clever 
projections of musical instru¬ 
ments on the walls and ceil¬ 
ing and some indoor fire¬ 
works accented the festive 
program. 

It is no secret that opening 
night audiences are there for 
the party and only incidental¬ 
ly for the concert, so Music 
Director Herbert Blomstedt 
was wise in presenting mostly 
light pieces. Mozart’s Over¬ 
ture to The Magic Flute and 
his familiar serenade “Fine 
Kleine Nachtmusik” started 
the evening and immediately 
demonstrated the first audible 
acoustic differences. 

Viewed from the rear of 
the main floor, the new or¬ 
chestra risers are visually at¬ 


tractive and should help de¬ 
fine sound. Unfortunately, 
they also spotlight problems 
with balance and weak play¬ 
ing. The Overture sounded 
coarse, but the chamber di¬ 
mensions of the string ensem¬ 
ble for the Serenade seemed 
just right and much more 
“present” than the dry tone 
we are accustomed to. 

The Star Wore Red 

International star soprano 
Kathleen Battle was a mar¬ 
velous choice for the gala. 
Her glamorous stage presence 
and uniquely attractive voice 
made the first half finale, 
“Exsultate, jubilate” (Mozart 
again), a truly glittering cli¬ 
max that sent the crowd to an 
enthusiastic, extended inter¬ 
mission.

The dress code for the 
ladies and, of course, for the 
men was basic black this year 
(these socialites seem to have 
a highly developed sense of 
fashion radar). How delightful 
then that Ms. Battle was ar¬ 
rayed in the brightest red 
imaginable, her diamonds 
flashing above yards of 
flounce and train. She looked 
every inch the star of the 
show. 

As expected, the California 
wine and champagne flowed 
freely throughout the break, 
and patrons were afforded an¬ 
other opportunity to see four 
models in black stockings and 
white feathered panther 
masks moving sensuously to 
the music of a jazz combo 
while displaying $12 million 


worth of Cartier jewels. Best 
not to think too much about 
the political correctness of 
such an exhibit — the 
renowned house of Cartier 
was sponsoring the gala and 
they obviously were not do¬ 
ing it on the cheap. 

Other decorations through¬ 
out the lobby included sim¬ 
ple, but effective blue banners 
and some breathtaking floral 
arrangements — an understat¬ 
ed backdrop for the unusually 
attractive partygoers. The at¬ 
mosphere was decorous, with 
little of the hysteria ordinarily 
associated with such events. If 
patrons were saving that for 
opening night of the Opera, 
the following Friday, it made 
for an especially hospitable 
night at Davies. 


A Bit of Gushing 

Kathleen Battle returned 
to center stage for a brief trio 
of songs by Richard Strauss. 
The first, “Amor” from Opus 
68, reminded me of her bril¬ 
liant success as Zerbinetta in 
the same composer’s Ariadne 
Auf Naxos. 

Battle’s voice is curious in 
a way; her production seems 
entirely effortless and her 
projection is more than ade¬ 
quate, yet one senses a rela¬ 
tively small instrument. It 
isn’t magic, just magical — her 
high notes soaring in a silvery 
arc of unforced perfection. 
The following “Wiegenlied” 
from Opus 41 was very beau¬ 
tiful as was her closing, 
“Sausle, liebe Myrte” (Op. 68). 

It is difficult to discuss her 
exceptional qualities without 
a bit of gushing. A talent like 
Kathleen Battle is all too rare 
and treasurable. I even liked 
that canary yellow wrap she 
added to her outfit for the 
second half. Only a prima 
donna can get away with 
something like that. 

Mr. Blomstedt concluded 
the program with three 
choice selections from The 
Damnation of Faust by 
Berlioz. The orchestra was 
thoroughly warmed by then, 
and the effect of the closing 
Hungarian March was suit¬ 
ably thrilling. 

Time will tell (it may have 
been my hopeful imagina¬ 
tion), but the risers and the 
new canopy seem to have 
helped in blowing for a true 
pianissimo during the Dance 
of the Sylphs. If that is so, 
then a particularly appealing 
opening night may spell his¬ 
toric success for the 1991-92 
season. ▼

membered as the creator of 
The Cradle Will Rock and 
Regina, a musical theatre 
adaptation of The Little Fox¬ 
es. Blitzstein died in 1964, af¬ 
ter being rolled by several 
sailors he may have been so¬ 
liciting. 

It was an unhappy end to a 
difficult life. Blitzstein’s polit¬ 
ical commitments led him to 
writing message works for 
the stage, and his politics 
were in no small way moti¬ 
vated by his homosexuality. 

Writing during the decades 
well before Stonewall, 
Blitzstein couldn’t express his 
gay identity too overtly; this 
lead to his strong identifica¬ 
tion with all oppressed mi¬ 
norities. The immediacy of 
this awareness was matched 
by music that was snappily 
rhythmic and based in catchy 
tunes; Leonard Bernstein was 
a Blitzstein protege and 
echoed much of Blitzstein’s 
sound in his popular works. 


The new recording is a 
wonderful introduction to 
Blitzstein’s sound and senti¬ 
ment. The superb perfor¬ 
mances by baritone William 
Sharp and soprano Karen 
Holvik, with accompaniment 
by pianist Steven Blier, are 
idiomatic and deeply felt. 

And what songs! “Zipper- 
fly” is the touching ye 2 irning 
of a poor Jewish boy’s longing 
to be a man. In “Penny Can¬ 
dy,” a street hustler reveals 
the cunning he employs to 
con a mark. In “Nickel Un¬ 
der the Foot,” a prostitute 
lays bare the dog-eat-dog ba¬ 
sis of her world. There are 
also various other numbers 
from Blitzstein’s Broadway 
shows and art song settings of 
poems by e.e. cummings. 

But most cherishable are 
the songs in which, with hind¬ 
sight, we can see Blitzstein’s 
gay side peeking through, feel 
his deeply romantic and sadly 
unrequited yearnings. “In 
Twos” watches couples in 
Central Park; “I Wish It So” 
aches for the freedom to love; 
the incredibly beautiful ballad 
“Stay in My Arms” churns 
with longing for the safe 
haven of a lover; and magnif¬ 
icently, the song “Then” re¬ 
veals all: “They promised me: 
‘Then’ is when it all happens. 
... I’m sitting here waiting. I’ll 
bet they’re wrong. It’s not 
meant for me. How long, 
how old must I get to be till 
for me it’s ‘then’?” 

Be careful to avoid a 
recording on the Premier la¬ 
bel called A Blitzstein 
Cabaret. It is badly recorded 
and performed. But seek out 
Zipperfly and Other Songs to 
meet the melodious mem who 
paved the way for Sond¬ 
heim’s introspection and to 
feel the painfully beautiful 
ways a homosexual artist 
masked his true heart. ▼

The gardener (a Young Gay 
Man) comes along and starts 
giving the sunbather a blow 
job. We are treated to endless 
(unprotected) rimming and 
some unimaginative fucking. 

The narrative shifts to the 
first guy coming back with 
the groceries. He meets some 
of his neighbors. To his relief 
they £ire Young Gay Men and 
they inform him that their 
roommate would be over¬ 
joyed if he, the shopper, 
would be willing to let his 
groceries spoil while he 
watches the roommate (YGM) 
have a tedious encounter with 
some other YGM in a garage. 

Watching this clash of the 
titans proves so arousing for 
our domestically minded hero 
that he is compelled to mas¬ 
turbate for a long time. Mean¬ 
while, the neighbors are so 
excited by the discovery that 
the summer renters are nei¬ 
ther over 20, hairy or people 
of color that they fuck on a 
black leather couch, with a lot 
of commentary (more on this 
in a minute). 

The end of the film finds 
our two lovers in bed in each 
others arms, happy in the 
knowledge that for this sum¬ 
mer at least, they will not be 
bothered by that nagging feel¬ 
ing that everyone else is more 
intelligent and exciting than 
they are. To celebrate they 
fuck each other. 

What's the Beef? 

OK, what’s wrong with 
this picture? All of the set¬ 
tings are fine, the sound isn’t 
horrible, none of the guys are 
absolute dogs and no one 
seems creepy or anything. 

So what’s my beef? It is 
simply that this film is mind- 
numbing, jaw-dropping, 
hardon-softening product. 
The whole thing is so rote 
that watching it feels more 
like work than anything else. 

I have to point out one 
thing in particular. One of the 


two neighbors is played by 
Matt Hammer, and he ex¬ 
hibits one of the most obnox¬ 
ious tics in porn. For practi¬ 
cally the entire time he is on 
screen he keeps up a running 
monologue that goes some¬ 
thing like: “eat that big dick, 
you want that big dick don’t 
you, you want that big dick, 
eat it good, eat that big dick, 
eat it harder, you want it, 
don’t you want that big dick, 
eat it good.

Festival Celebrates Balinese Culture 


Magic, Sweat, 
Spectacle

I t’s spectacle, myth, mu¬ 
sic, dance and theatre — 
all rolled into one. “Mag¬ 
ic of Bali” is a two-week 
festivsd of Balinese culture 
that opened Sept. 4 and con¬ 
tinues through Sept. 15 at the 
New Performance Gallery in 
San Francisco. It’s 2 ilso part of 
the larger “Festival of Indone¬ 
sia,” an 18-month series of ex¬ 
hibitions and performances, 
celebrating the extraordinai^ 
cultural diversity of Indonesia 
(an island nation with more 
than 300 ethnic/linguistic 
groups). 

The Bali performances 
showcase a unique collabora¬ 
tion between puppeteer and 
performance artist Larry 
Reed and the 30-member, Bay 
Area-based Gamelan Sekar 
Jaya, a Balinese-style orches¬ 
tra and dance ensemble. The 
result, at least at last Friday’s 
performance, was both exotic 
and accessible to a Western 
audience. 

Friday’s performance of 
the Wayang Kulit (a tradition¬ 
al Balinese shadow play) ac¬ 
companied by a quartet of 
musicians from Gamelan 
Sekar Jaya featured an ex¬ 
cerpt from the Hindu epic, 
the Mahabharata, detailing 
the sexual, comic and reli¬ 
gious exploits of the tale’s 


hero, Arjuna. 

Shadow master Reed, seat¬ 
ed behind an opaque white 
screen that glows from the 
flickering light of a coconut 
oil flame, is the director, 
conductor, principal pup¬ 
peteer and voice for all stage 
personalities. Reed began 
studying and performing In¬ 
donesian theatre in 1972, and 
his current expertise appears 
remarkably detailed and au¬ 
thentic. 

Bawdy Translations 

The special delight of Fri¬ 
day’s performance was Reed’s 
English translations (both col¬ 
loquial and bawdy) for vari¬ 
ous servants and clowns who 
then translate for the audi¬ 
ence whenever the main char¬ 
acters speak in Kawi, an an¬ 
cient Indonesian language. 
But the play’s many roles and 
overlapping themes were of¬ 
ten confused due to the lack 
of either a written plot synop¬ 
sis or list of characters in the 
program. This should be eas¬ 
ily — and quickly — corrected 
for all future performances. 

Besides the shadow play’s 
formal, theatrical experience, 
audience members were also 
invited to circle the stage (a 
platform for the shadow mas¬ 
ter and musicians) to watch 
the incredible virtuosity of 
the performers. Incense bum-

ing, flames flickering, wave¬ 
like melodies emanating from 
the bronze metallophones, 
sweat dripping from the shad¬ 
ow master’s naked torso — 
these all contributed to an at¬ 
mosphere that was uniquely 
ritualistic and sensually- 
enveloping. 

This week’s performeuices 
in the “Magic of Bali” festival 
will include Reed master¬ 
minding another shadow 


play. The Death of Baka, fea¬ 
turing the character Bima, 
who is described as being “a 
fearless and forthright mus¬ 
cleman with the strength of 
10,000 elephants, but a little 
dumb” on Sept. 12 and 13 at 8 
p.m. 

On Sept. 14 at 8 p.m. and 
Sept. 15 at 2 p.m., the full 
Gamelan Sekar Jaya will per¬ 
form music from five differ¬ 
ent Gamelan ensembles in In¬ 


donesia. Balinese dance will 
also be featured. 

All performances will be 
held at the New Performance 
Gallery, 3153 17th St., San 
Francisco. Tickets for all per¬ 
formances are $10, and these 
distinctive, talented artists are 
highly recommended. Call 
863-9834 for more informa¬

What is unseen and 
unsaid is more important 
than characters’ outward ac¬ 
tions.

the almost hallucinogenic sex- 
uality of his novel. The 
Catholic, David Plante is an 
acquired taste. His latest 


book. The Accident, is typi¬ 
cal of his previous work and 
at the same time excitingly 
different. It concerns the spir-

itual struggles of a young 
man who is spending his ju¬ 
nior year abroad at a Belgian 
Catholic university. 

The unnamed narrator 
finds himself doubting the ex¬ 
istence of God and believes 
the source of his doubt was a 
trip to Spain he took that 
summer. In Spain, he says, 
“the totally Godless clarity” 
made him see everything in a 
new way. 

Another American student, 
plump, religious and infuriat¬ 
ingly naive Tom, serves as the 
narrator’s foil. A strange con¬ 
nection forms between them 
as the narrator repeatedly 
professes his atheism and 
Tom tries to “help,” to g^ve 
him some spiritual comfort 
and guidance. Both young 
men are drawn to a third 


American student, spoiled 
and troubled Karen, and to 
her affected boyfriend Vin¬ 
cent. 

Drifting Through 

The four Americans drift 
through a semester, their 
lives intersecting. Karen 
throws a party when her fa¬ 
ther visits. Tom and the nar¬ 
rator make a depressing trip 
to Brussels and get lost. Vin¬ 
cent shows up from time to 
time and acts aloof. 

Finally, they all take off 
on a vacation to Spain, where 
Tom hopes to help the narra¬ 
tor relive and understand his 
experience from the previous 
summer. On the way, an 
event dramatically alters their 
lives. 

That is the plot. As I’ve al¬ 
ready said, you don’t read 
David Plante for the story. 
Plante’s langfuage is as fo¬ 
cused 2 uid brilliant as a laser. 
His amazing way with charac¬ 
ters is as strong in The Acci¬ 
dent as in any of his previous 
novels. Few authors could 
create such an introspective, 
practically self-loathing, narra¬ 
tor and make him so human 
and so riveting. 

The narrator says early on 
in the novel, “I was 19, the 
last year of my adolescence, 
the first year of my maturity.” 
From that statement, one 
might assume this will be a 
standard coming-of-age novel. 
By the time The Accident 
reaches its mesmerizing and 


inevitable climax, however, it 
becomes clear that Plante has 
written what could be called 
a “coming-to-life” story. The 
narrator is pushed out of his 
sterile, self-absorbed world 
into an existence requiring 
participation and compassion. 

Plante has written an odd 
sort of mystery novel as well. 
What exactly happened in 
Spain? How can the narra¬ 
tor’s attraction/repulsion feel¬ 
ings about Tom be explained? 
Plante’s ambiguity is master¬ 
ful. It allows The Accident t o 
be read in many ways and yet 
offer no answers. What’s im¬ 
portant is the result of the 
narrator’s experiences. 

You have to hand it to 
Plante for having the guts 
and talent to write a novel 
that seriously probes existen¬ 


tial and religious issues while 
maintcuning a firm anchor in 
the emotions of his neu-rator. I 
have rarely read a more 
heartbreaking description of 
the yearning and loss one 
feels when confronted with 
the possibility that there is no 
God. And that, I think, is the 
key to Plante’s appeal. 

At the center of the narra¬ 
tor’s introspection, in the 
midst of all his self-conscious 
behavior, his disdain for what 
he sees as Tom’s naivete, and 
his despairing view of God as 
a “darkness... that spreads out 
in all directions,” is the more 
mundane need to love 2 ind be 
loved, to hope auid wish for 
the purity, innocence and 
grace that everything around 
you seems to say just isn’t 
possible. ▼

Violence: Men vs. Women, Women vs. Women 

Dating Violence: Young Women in Danger 
Edited by Barrie Levy; Seal Press, $16.95 

Dating Violence is a collection of essays, research pa¬ 
pers and personal narratives exploring the violence in 
young American women’s lives. The central focus is vio¬ 
lence within dating relationships. The narratives are chill¬ 
ing in their matter-of-fact acceptance of violence as ordinary 
in daily life. A 13-year-old talks about the fimt time her 
boyfriend raped her. A 12-year-old “never told anyone about 
those beatings for fear they would then know I was truly a 
terrible person, terrible enough that I’d make someone hit 
me over and over again.’’ Violence is seen as normative 
and the sole responsibility of the victim. 

The assumption that power and hierarchy are natural, es¬ 
sential human characteristics supports continued violence 
against women. Social pressure towaird conformity, espe¬ 
cially regarding gender roles, makes women perfect 
victims. Most startling is the terrible power of the passive 
voice. A woman is battered; but in the passive construction, 
who does the battering? Who is responsible for the act? The 
only noun used is “woman,” which somehow makes her re¬ 
sponsible. The very language used mitigates against identi¬ 
fying the problem, and without identification, doing any¬ 
thing constructive is impossible. 

The essays contextualize and politicize dating violence, 
offer means of working with battered young women, and 
describe intervention and education methods. Although the 
book is designed for counselors, teachers, social workers, 
etc, the information is useful to anyone wishing to chal¬ 
lenge the patriarchal order, — Deborah Peifer 


Voices of Battered Lesbians 

Lesbian Caucus of the Massachusetts Coalition of Battered 
Women Service Groups 

If we don’t have enough trouble with men abusing wom¬ 
en, we have to contend with the lesbians who have learned 
the patriarchal lessons of control and coercion and who 
practice them on other lesbians. Voices of Battered Les¬ 
bians is a 33-minute audio tape in which lesbians who have 
been battered by lesbians tell their stories, and challenge 
the batterers. The stories are powerful and horrifying, but I 
have some problems with both the tape and the politics. 

I am concerned that battering is defined so broadly —- as 
physical, emotional, sexual, economic or homophobic abuse 
— that the real, physical danger is conflated with less imme¬ 
diately dangerous, but still harmful, verbal attacks. I under¬ 
stand the damage of psychological abuse, but surely a wom¬ 
an being attacked by another woman swinging a baseball 
bat is in more imminent danger than a woman being called 
stupid. By making so many things stand for battering, 
there is the danger of rendering the term meaningless. 

I also wonder who the audience for this tape is. I can’t 
imagine a lesbian who was being battered feeling safe 
enough to bring home a tape like this. I suspect that the 
tape is really designed for health-care professionals, for 
their instruction, and to offer their clients. I believe much 
of what is on the tape could be of great help to women who 
need to recognize, and escape, their batterers, but I am con¬ 
cerned that the tape will not reach the audience who needs 
to hear it. Finally, the claim on the tape that feminists bat¬ 
ter, is, it seems to me, impossible. I will not for a moment 
deny that some batterers might claim to be feminists, but 
insofar as a woman batters, she is no feminist. Battering is 
about power over; feminism is about the power to. To con¬ 
fuse those types of power is to eliminate the political philos¬ 
ophy which seeks equality, not control. — Deborah Peifer 


Hapi^ Endings Are All Alike 
by Sandra Scoppettone; Aiyson, $6.95 

Originally published in 1978, Happy Endings Are All 
Alike is the story of two young women in love, with each 
other. Their matter-of-factness about their lesbianism is sup¬ 
posed to make us all warm and cuddly. It made me wonder 
what planet these women came from. 

According to the press release. Happy Endings has been 
re-released because “we at Aiyson Publications feel that 
Happy Endings deserves to be read again with fresh eyes.” 
In the same release the author is astonished at the lack of 
response to the novel: “It was like nothing happened. Even 
lesbians didn’t seem to pick up on it.” I prefer to think that 
the lesbian grapevine went into action, spreading the word 
that this was not worthwhile reading. 

Jaret and Peggy are in love. They are high school se¬ 
niors, and have discovered the joys of lesbian life. Their 
parents, after a certain, severely limited, barely expressed 
doubt, are unbelievably supportive. Interspersed with 
scenes of lesbian nirvana are occasional disagreements, 
based solely on cultural homophobia, between the young 
lovers, and — ominously -— disjointed, homophobic, misogy- 
nous journal entries written by an unidentified stranger. 
Unidentified, that is, if you have not been paying attention 
to anything else and you have the brains of a gnat. 

And then, stuck in the middle of this thing, and clearly 
defined as punishment for her being a lesbian, Scoppettone 
gives us as brutal a rape scene as I have read. 

Happy Endings is being sold as a book for young adults. 
This old adult urges you to resist buying a novel that paints 
an egregiously unrealistic picture of coming out as sunshine 
and roses, while simultaneously suggesting that being raped 
is some sort of “paying her dues” for the privilege of being 
a lesbian. I can’t think of a more damaging piece to give to 
a young woman just coming out. -— Deborah Peifer 


The Ironies Have It 

Mother Earth: An Epic Drama of Emma Goldman's Life 
by Martin Duberman; St. Martin's Press, $17.95

I n the latest in a ve^ 
long string of plays, his¬ 
tory professor/play¬ 
wright Martin Duber¬ 
man again explores a worthy 
subject, the life of Emma 
Goldman, while committing 
varied stylistic faults. While 
masterful at bringing out his¬ 
tory’s little ironies, the play¬ 
wright allows history to im¬ 
press us even if his play does 
not. Readers will thrill to the 
words of Emma Goldman 
(usually her exact words, 
transplanted by Duberman 
from documents and letters 
into his character’s mouth), 
while paging impatiently 
through the playwright’s cut- 
euid-paste, transitionless tale. 

As a historian who writes 
plays, Duberman seeks a cer¬ 
tain authenticity and correla¬ 
tion with historical fact that 
may or may not interfere 
with art. His portrayal of 
Goldman and the anarchist’s 
eye-view of the 1890s-1920s 
maintains an obvious fidelity 
to events, but fails to entrance 
the reader with the drama for 
its own sake. This script 
reads like a documentary, ki- 
beit a moving one. 

While Duberman uses 
Goldman’s own words and a 
few closeups to bring the an¬ 
archist leader to vibrant life, 
he fails to give that life coher¬ 
ence and substance apart 
from her voice. Perhaps that 
is his point; Goldman’s earli¬ 
est arguments in the play are 
with men who want her to 
speak with their voice while 


she remains adamant about 
finding her own. The support¬ 
ing cast, including Alexander 
Berkman, Leon Czolgosz 
(President McKinley’s assas¬ 
sin in 1901), Ben Reitman, 
and Vladimir Ilyich Lenin, all 
remain undeveloped. Only 
Emma Goldman is fleshed 
out. 

One of the ironies of the 
text is that Duberman shows 
Goldman (who had hoped to 
lead the anarchist revolution) 
gain fame for her views on 
sexual liberation, which are a 
feminist version of gay mede 
sexual mores: commitment 
exists, often deeply, but not 
on a physical level. Goldmeui 
and her lover Berkman each 
acquire fresh amours in al¬ 
most every scene, while re¬ 
maining closer to each other 
than to anyone they happen 
to be sleeping with. Lovers 
routinely want Goldman to 
choose between her activist 
life and her love for them, at 
which point they are shown 
the door — only to reappear a 
scene or two later in the role 
of friend. 

A modem reading of this 
play, juxtaposed with the cur¬ 
rent decline of communism, 
gives a sense of the irony of 
these early revolutionaries, 
preaching social reform in 
Ukrainian halls of towns like 
Utica and Oswego, trying to 
influence “the masses” to 
surrender their dreams of 
prosperity in favor of over¬ 
throwing the system. What 
some today would call a mid¬ 
dle-class bit of romanticism 
exists in the lives of these an- 
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archists — and only the in¬ 
tegrity of Goldman’s vision 
saves the drama from foolish¬ 
ness or irrelevance. One 
strong woman makes her 
waves in the world, slapping 
ideologues down with iron- 
sheathed gloves of wit. 

Duberman’s portrayal of 
the workers Goldman ad¬ 
dresses is ironic as well: the 
proletariat have minds of 
their own, and most refuse to 
listen. Says Fedya, one of 
Goldman’s earlier lovers, 
“The workers in America cru¬ 
cify their Christs!” 

The play, whose title 
comes from Emma Gold¬ 
man’s paper. Mother Earth, 
lacks depth and focus. Only a 
brilliant editor (or director) 
could save this drama from 
oblivion. Deemed “too radic 2 d 
to produce,” the upcoming 
publication stems from an ed¬ 
itor’s conviction that its “liter¬ 
ary merit” makes it a worthy 
read. However, readers will 
have to sift through the chaff 
to find its worth; if you like 
history, irony and Emma 
Goldman, the play will yield 
up its treasures. ▼

cause what I like is usuedly so 
offbeat and off the wall, we 
have no competition. Nobody 
was grabbing for Macho 
Dancer” 

How did he know there 
was a market for it? 

“Because that’s something 
I want to see. That’s why 
when I read Frisk, I could 
smell a movie in it, so I op¬ 
tioned the rights. 

Had anyone asked Cooper 
yet? 

“No, but Gus Van Sant 
was interested, and they had 
a meeting. But nothing solid¬ 
ified about it so I made an of¬ 
fer to the publisher.” 

Gregg Araki is interested 
in filming Frisk, Hu says, but 



the director has to finish post¬ 
production on The Living 
End and the shooting and 
editing of his fourth film. To¬ 
tally F***ed Up, before he 
can think about Cooper’s 
book. 

Although he disparages 
Araki’s Long Weekend, Hu 
is a great fan of the director.

enough so to have sunk mon¬ 
ey into the production of The 
Living End, which, the dis¬ 
tributor hopes, will debut at 
the Robert Redford-spon- 
sored Sund 2 uice Film Festival 
in Utah in late January. (“A 
lot of our contacts come 


through Sundance,” Hu ac¬ 
knowledges. “They’re really 
supportive in giving us con¬ 
tacts, giving us leads, intro¬ 
ducing us to the right people. 
We probably wouldn’t be 
able to operate without 
them.”) 

“I think The Living End 
will be a critical success. The 
script is great. It’s the funni¬ 
est, fastest roller coeister of a 
script. It’s sort of a Bing Cros¬ 
by/Bob Hope picture, except 
Crosby fucks Hope. I think 
Gregg has the chance to fol¬ 
low in Gus Van Sant’s (Mala 
Noche, Drugstore Cowboy, 
My Own Private Idaho) foot¬ 
steps.” 

Diverse Portrait 

Hu is following in Van 
Sant’s footsteps as well, prov¬ 
ing that there is actually mon¬ 
ey to be made supporting 
filmmakers who present a 
more diverse portrait of the 
gay community. 

“Well, some money, any¬ 
way. Straight people aren’t 



going to be flocking to Via 
Appia (Jochen Hick’s film 
about a German who goes to 
Brazil in search of the man he 
believes gave him AIDS), or 
The Living End for that mat¬ 
ter. Straight people, they 
want to. see something like 
Longtime Companion, a nice 
movie about nice gays, and I 
think that’s pretty disgusting 
in a way. 

“We always have to put up 
a pretense in those kinds of 
films, we have to be superhu¬ 
man, dying like soldiers going 
to war, like we’re the soldiers 
going to fight AIDS. I think 
it’s ridiculous that we can’t 
have a fair representation of 
what gay life is all about. 
Gregg’s trying to do that in 
The Living End — I mean 
come on, give me a break, 
how many gay action pictures 
have you ever seen? And his 
next film. Totally F***ed Up, 
deals with teen suicide — gay 
teen suicide. 

“Bill Sherwood with Part¬ 
ing Glances came the closest 
to taking a gay story and 
making it commercial. That 



was the closest we ever came, 
and he’s dead now.” 

Closer than Torch Song? 

“Well I don’t count that. 
Just the thought of Harvey 
Fierstein kissing Matthew 
Broderick makes me want to 
vomit. ... He scares me. ... 
He’s a good actor and all that, 
but that thought is hideous.” 

Asked if perhaps he might 
just be jealous, Hu shrugs his 
shoulders and continues, “But 
seriously, I do think Sher¬ 
wood came the closest. I 
heard he had another film, 
about a gay veteran, that he 
wanted to make before he 
died. 

“I think the first step is to 
see how My Own Private Ida- 
h o performs, with two name 
actors and a somewhat gay 
theme. If that succeeds it 
mig^t catapult more projects 
to get started, but if it fails, 
we’ll just be in the same place 
we were. People will say, 
‘Well look, you had River 
Phoenix and Keanu Reeves 
and it didn’t succeed.’ Execu¬ 
tives in Hollywood will say, 
‘The gay element must have 
killed it.’ 

“It’s all built on trends. If 
Private Idaho takes off, ev¬ 
ery executive, whether 
they’re str 2 dght or gay, will 
want to do a gay picture.” 

But what if the problem is 
really that Hollywood doesn’t 
know how to market a gay 
film? Idaho, for instance, is 
distributed by New Line, 
which had an at best peculiar 
ad campaign for Torch Song. 

“Oh, that ad campaign for 
Torch Song was awful. That 
poster. All those shoes and 
then the bunny slippers. My 


opinion is New Line will 
back off about the gay story 
line. They never consummate 
it, you know. Though River 
Phoenix has a kind of attrac¬ 
tion to Keanu.” 

Fear in Hollywood 

Does fear of exposure 
keep gays in Hollywood from 
pushing for change from 
within? 

“Working at Vestron, be¬ 
ing in Holl 5 rwood, it’s really 
uptight, really closeted,” Hu 
says. “Even though people 
are so flamboyantly fag. I nev¬ 
er could figure it out. It’s like 
why would you bother to put 
up the pretense? So many 
Hollywood types put up this 
pretense they’re straight, and 
you can tell, you can smell, 
that they’re fags, so why do 
they bother? 

‘‘I have a friend who 
works at 20th Century-Fox 
eind he’s just terrified that 
someone is going to find out 
he’s gay. What’s the big deal? 
Everyone in his office proba¬ 
bly ^ows an 3 rway. 

“It’s all very, very silly. 
John Travolta’s a fag. Rock 
Hudson was. But why contin¬ 
ue it? Someone’s got to make 
the break sometime. Some¬ 
one’s got to step forward and 
come out and make it ‘OK’ 
for everyone else to do it. But 
so far no one will.” 

When it’s pointed out that 
he’s just mentioned two mati¬ 
nee idol types, who might 
have more to lose than a char¬ 
acter actor or one less depen¬ 
dent on “image,” Hu agrees 
that there’s more at stake for 
some actors than others. 

“I guess that’s part of it. 
You have the matinee idol 
types who have to consider 
the girls’ dreams about them, 
and do you shatter them? I 
wonder, are River Phoenix 
and Keeuiu Reeves going to 
be tomorrow’s dogshit after 
doing Idaho? I am curious 
how these teen mags are go¬ 
ing to handle that.” 

Back to his own product, 
Hu is very high on Via Appia, 
for which he sealed a distribu¬ 
tion deal this past spring. 

“I saw Via Appia two 
years ago. It took me that 
long to get it.” 

Hu admires Via Appia i n 
spite of some of its more trou¬ 
bling aspects, not the least of 
which is the two lead German 
characters’ arrogance and 
“cultural imperialism.” But he 
makes a distinction between 
the characters’ behavior and 
its replication in real life. 

“Of course, it’s disturbing,” 
Hu says of the Germans’ 
treating the Brazilian men 
they meet as objects. “That’s 
the point. 

“It’s sort of the S 2 ime kind 
of thing covered in Macho 
Dancer. I find it offensive to 
see Asians treated as objects. 
I’m not saying that any white 
person who has an attraction 
toward Asians is a ‘rice 
queen,’ but I do think there 
are white people who look at 
Asian as objects, like a rug, 
and use them for their own 
purposes. Conversely, an 
Asian shouldn’t treat a white 
person as an object. It’s just 
that when I see a white per¬ 
son treating an Asian as an 
object, it gets me really riled 
up and angry. 

“I think it’s wrong what 
happens in Via Appia. I’m 
not supporting what Peter 
Senner’s (the flight attendant 
in Via Appia) lifestyle is all 


about — conquering and tak¬ 
ing photos of these Brazilian 
boys.” 

Honesty the Best Policy 

But for Hu, the gay com¬ 
munity is ultimately better 
served by favoring “honesty” 
above all, even “positive” por¬ 
trayals. 

“When Jochen heard those 
complaints, his question was, 
‘Why do I have to make a 
film where the gays are 
heroes, why can’t I make an 
honest portrayal of a certain 



gay character?’ 

“Jochen’s not wrong. He’s a 
gay filmmaker. It’s not like 
he’s a heterosexual filmmaker 
making an indictment of gay 
people. But let’s face it, those 
kind of people are out there. 

“I heard the most hideous

thing once. Someone was say¬ 
ing, ‘Oh yeah. I’d love to go to 
the Philippines. You can buy 
a boy for the price of a ham¬ 
burger.’ He actually said that 
to me. As an Asian, I found 
that so fucking offensive. And 
I’m not going to name names, 
but it was somebody up there 



in the film world. And he 
goes there to buy boys — for 
the price of a hamburger. 

“That’s what Via Appia is 
about. I was just so stunned 
by it when I first saw it in 
Berlin. I didn’t have any ma¬ 
terial on it, but I said, ‘This is 
it, I want this movie.’ 

“I think there’s a hungry 
market out there for gay 
product,” Hu concludes. “And 
a profitable one, too. I think 
you need filmmakers like 
Gregg Araki, Todd Haynes 
(Poison) and Isaac Julien 
(Looking for Langston emd 
the upcoming drama about 
black London youths, gay and 
straight. Young Soul Rebels) 
— and Van Sant — that are go¬ 
ing to be able to cross over, 
that will be able to make 
commercial enough films 
without being compromised. 
But I do believe that the only 
way we’re going to break the 
stereotypes about us in Holly¬ 
wood is if we keep making 
honest portrayals of gays, 
which those filmmakers are. 
Who knows, change may not 
be that far away.” ▼

Art for Life is not just for 
the wealthy.

Bay Area artists working in 
metal, ceramic, glass, wood, 
stone, acrylic, oil, watercolor 
and photographic media. 

According to Rick Dean, 
development director of the 
Sonoma County AIDS Net¬ 
work, last year Art for Life 
“grossed $37,000 and netted 
$35,000” for their orgcuiiza- 
tion. 

“This auction is our most 
important event of the year,” 
he said recently. “I love this 
event. Creating the show 
from scratch, seeing the art¬ 
work come in, it’s just very, 
very exciting. There are so 
many gifts that make it possi¬ 
ble. Between the food and the 
wine, it’s really wonderful to 
see people come together to 
make an event like this hap¬ 
pen.” 

Woman With an Idea 

He talked about the show, 
and about Laurence, an artist 
who came to them four years 
ago. “She’s a French woman,” 
Dean said, “who does glass 
work. She came to me and 
said, ‘I don’t have much mon¬ 
ey, but I’d like to contribute 
somehow. If I give you a 
piece of my work, you can 
sell it, and that way I can 
make a contribution.’ ” 

The Sonoma County AIDS 
Network decided Laurence 
had a good idea, and they did 
outreach to other local t^ent. 
“The first year we did the 
auction,” Dean explained, “we 
decided to ask people that we 
knew. We got some artists in¬ 


volved in it, and they all 
asked other people they knew 
whose work they liked. Each 
year since then, people have 
called us and said they’d like 
to contribute. So our list of 
artists has really grown. Prob¬ 
ably 150 artists are involved, 
and sometimes they donate 
more than one piece.” 

Although the artists are of¬ 
fered the opportunity to re¬ 
tain 20 percent of the sale of 
their items to cover costs for 
materials or framing. Dean 
said, “Most of them decline 
that, and give us the entire 
price as a donation. The art is 
still going for less than you 
would ever pay for it retail. 
People are getting a great buy 
on some wonderful art.” 

People are also getting the 
opportunity to keep an orga¬ 
nization alive which services 
nearly 260 “clients” who are 
diagnosed with AIDS. Orga¬ 
nized in 1984, Face to Face 
provides emotional support, 
practical care, counseling, 
emergency financial assis¬ 
tance, outreach and education 
for AIDS in Sonoma County. 

Art for Life begins at 3:30 
p.m. with a silent auction, 
where visitors can view art¬ 
work and meirk their bids on 
cards before the final high bid 
is called. (Visa and Master- 
Card are accepted for pay¬ 
ment.) The live auction starts 
at 5 p.m., and the show ends 
around 7 p.m. Throughout 
the day, guests will enjoy 
their food and wine to the ac¬ 
companiment of Bob Lucas 


on jazz piano. 

The Friedman Center, 
where the auction will be 
held, was recently built to 
provide space for public and 
private events. located at

Bryant Scores 
Rocky Mountain High

With only one meet left in 
what has been a rather lack¬ 
luster 1991 track season, Earl 
Bryant is maintaining his po¬ 
sition as the San Francisco 
Track & Field Club’s most 
consistent performer. 

Bryant recently competed 
in his fifth Rocky Mountain 
Masters Track 85 Field Cham¬ 
pionship in Boulder, Col¬ 
orado, and scored one silver 
and two bronze medals. This 
annual Labor Day event usu¬ 
ally attracts a low-profile but 
highly competitive field of 
athletes, and this year was no 
exception. 

“This was probably the 
most competitive Rocky 
Mountain Games I’ve partici¬ 
pated in,” said Bryant. To 
post his third-place finish in 
both the 50 and 100 meters 
and second place in the 200 , 
he not only battled the rest of 
the athletes but 2 ilso hot, dry 
temperatures and thin oxygen 
at the high altitude location. 

“Running at high altitude 
makes it hard to breathe, and 
it’s hard to get the perfor¬ 
mance from your body that 


occurs at lower altitudes, like 
in the Bay Area,” Bryant ex¬ 
plained. “A lot of my energy 
went to help me breathe, and 
that made it harder for me to 
get the acceleration I’ve 
achieved at meets earlier this 
season.” 

Better Times 

Although the 1991 season 
was supposed to be an “off 


year” for the SF Track & 
Field Club, coming on the 
heels of last year’s Gay 
G 2 unes, some of the club’s 
runners are achieving better 
times than last year, including 
Bryant. 

“As a club, we didn’t have 
the quantity of meets we nor¬ 
mally participate in, and the 
season was basically over ear-
